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THE OPPONENTS AND ADVOCATES 
OF A RE-ELECTION. 
HE BRIGHT HOPES OF THE EX-SENATOR’S 


FRIENDS—NOT AS MUCH SUCCESS AS EX- 
PECTED IN OBTAINING SIGNATURES TO 
A CALL FOR A CAUCUS—TWO SIDES TO 


THE STORIES CIRCULATED. 


Aupany, May 25.—‘‘The blood of the 
martyrs,” said Mr. Charles M. Dennison this 


morning, as he sat in Mr. Conkling’s reeeption- 
room in the Delavan, ‘‘is the seed of the 
Church.”” And theg Mr. Dennison, who was 


feeling confidentin the eventual success of Conk- 


ling and Platt, gave some of the reasons for the 
faith that wasin him. The New-York Sena- 
tors had sacrificed their positions at Washing- 
ton rather than seem to misrepresent the 


State. It was for tho State, by its Legisla- 
ture, to say whether {it would dispense with 


the services of a man of such matchless ability 
as Conkling, and do it in so unusual a way as 
that of rejecting the established caucus system. 

**T do not think they will do it,’ said he, 


‘and there are many indications pointing to 


an eventual agreement of the Republicans to 


unite in returning the late Senators. Already 
this hotel is full of his friends. "You can see 
that with half aneye. Why, even Onondaga 
County, supposed to be opposed to Conkling, 


has sent down its most prominent citizens to 


request the representatives of that county 
to stand by the Senators. Such a thing 


was never known before. Then there 
is ex-State Senator Dan Cole, who is 
seldom seen here, and who would not come 


now if he did not believe he could do the State 


a service; his voice and influence are for 


Conkiing. I tell vou there is a reaction, and 
before another week is out you will see that 
it will be too powerful to be resisted. It will 
force these men who have gone to the length of 
signing a paper not to go into acaucus, to 
withdraw their promise and to stand by Re- 
publican principles and practices.” 

This was an early morning view of the Stal- 
wart situation, expressed by one of the most 
buoyant and untiring of the Conkling men. 
There isno keener, more industrious, or cool- 
headed politician here. He undoubtedly be- 
lieved that the political horizon was clearing 
and that brignt skies were to shine over his ad- 
mired chieftain’s cause. Another Conkling 
man, a gentleman from Syracuse, who is at- 
tending upon ex-Senator Conkling personally, 
repeated the story about the presence of the 
Onondaga men here. From his account 
they were all leading business men, 
who advocate Conkling’s re-election be- 
cause the ex-Senator is an anti-monop- 
olist. Their visit to Mr. Alvord was re- 
ferred to, and it was ascertained that they had 
given ‘‘Old Salt” to understand that he must 
go into caucus and abide by its ruling in the 
joint convention, if he did not wish to bring 
bis political career to a sudden and inglorious 

‘ gonclusion. ‘“‘Jim Belden is here,” said this 
same person, ‘‘and heis for Conkling. When 
he says that Alvord must go into caucus Al- 
vord will go. He will make him do so.” 

All stories are admitted to have two sides, 
and it soon appeared that this one was no ex- 
ception to the general rule. ‘‘Old Salt” was 
found in the Assembly ‘Chamber minus his 
necktie, with his coat-sleeves pushed up to his 
elbows, patting the few gray hairs on the 
top of ig head with a Japanese fan. 
It was suggested that he might not have 
truly represented the sentiment of his district 
in deciding to oppose a caucus, and he was 
asked if he had been visited by some remon- 
strants against his course. ‘* Ho, ho !” said 
be, ‘‘allhumbug. All the Conkling men in 
Onondaga are here, and there are just 20 of 
them, all office-holders. They came to my 
room and tried to bull-doze me. and tell me 
about a reaction. I simply and plainly told 
them, ‘ You be damned,’ and sent them away 
wishing they had not come. You can’t fool 
me about Onondaga. Nine-tenths of the peo- 

le of that county are against Conkling. I be- 
ieve nine-tenths of the people of the State are 
against him, and that he will find it out and 
withdraw.’ . 

Among the members of the Legislature an 
effort has been made to show that a reaction 
had set in among the Republican voters of the 
State. The effort cannot be said to have 
proved entirely successful. Mr. David Rus- 
sell, member from the Second Otsego District, 
came to the capital this morning fresh from 
his constituents. He had found a universal 
opposition among his friends at home to the 
re-election of Conkling and Platt, and 
while he was averse to departing from 
the long-established caucus customs, he knew 
that his constituents would approve his course 
if he should withhold his presence and vote 
until the meeting of the joint convention on 
Tuesday next. Mr. Russell was not long left 
to enjoy his own opinions pee aye and 
before he had been in the Assembly an hour he 
was requested to join the Conkling men in se- 
curing a majority of Republicans to calla 
raucus., 

If it had not become apparent to ex-Senator 
Conkling last night that there is a division of 
opinion among Republicans Here about the ad- 
visability of returning him, with Mr. Platt, to 
the Senate, the fact must have become plain 
to him to-day. The caucus call which 
was offered to visitors in his room 
by Assemblymen Draper and Carpenter and 
Arthur B, Johnson was signed for a time 
with rapidity. Then came an hour, late at 
night, when it became difficult to find men who 
were ready tosign. Mr. A. B. Johnson, when 
asked this morning what he thought the pros- 


t was, said that he regarded it as 
very encouraging; that there would 
be little difficulty in getting 72 


Republicans to agree to hold a caucus, and 
that the minority of 34 would not be so un- 
reasonable as to attempt to avoid a caucus so 
strong as that. Only 55 votes were needed to 
decide who should be the candidates, and 
they had more’ than enough. This 
was before the Assembly met. During 
the session Police Commissioner French, 
Mr. Draper, Mr. Carpenter, and one or two 
others were busy endeavoring to secure prom- 
ises and signatures of men who approved of 
holding a caucus-on Thursday night. Some 
how or other they seemed to be vexed with 
obstacles to success, and to be extremely 
anxious considering the statement of Mr. 
Johnson that 72 men were sure to support the 
caucus call. Perhaps allowances must be 
made for statements made in the heat of the 
rontest, and some latitude given to hope. 

At 2 o’clock, when the Assembly adjourned, 
40 members had signed the Administration 
men’s paper, pledging its signers not to go 
into a eaucus. Forty-three members of both 
houses had signed the Conkling men’s call, and 
there the list stuck. It seemed impossible to 
increase the list. A plain sum in addition 
shows that 28 members were still free. Of these, 
15 or 20 were those who yesterday met to ex- 
press their friendship for Mr. Conkling and to 
deplore his candidacy at this time. Mr. Root, 
one of these ‘eng told a Conklin a 
felt, and then straightway signe ) - 
sinitenton list. Mr. George L. G. Seely 
also went to Mr. Conkling, told him frankly 
that he could not refuse to listen to the admon- 
ition of his constituents, and ho that he 
would relieve him of the disagreeable necessity 
of voting against him by withdrawing. Mr. 
Raines, a devoted admirer of Senator Conk- 
ling, made a similar statement, and it cost him 
many a pang to do it, for he is one of the men 
who revere Conkling‘as of the salt of the earth. 
The necessity was then presented of using in- 
creased power to bring the hesitating 23 over 
to the Conkling-Platt side.

REFUSING TO JOIN IN A CAUCUS. 
THE REPLY OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE— 
ITS EFFECT UPON THE CONKLING MEN. 

ALBANY, May 25.—During the morning 
session of the Legislature the reply of the Sen- 
ate Caucus Committes to tha invitation of tha 


Assembly committee was received by Gen. 
Sharpe, and by him was communicated to his 
associates. It was as follows: 


STate oF New-York, SENATE CHAMBER, 
ALBANY, May 25, 1881. 
The Hon, George H. Sharpe, Chakrrhan of Assembly 
Caucus Committee ; : 

Dear Sir: The Senate Caucus Committee have 
given the question of calling a caucus the earnest 
deliberation which the gravity of the situation de- 
mands. The United States Senators from this 
State have resignea, and thrust upon the Republi- 
can members of this Legislature the alternative 
of supporting or antagonizing the national Admin- 
istration, This issue involves the integrity of 
the party. The resignation of our Senators has 
left the Senate of the United States in the control 
of a Democratic majority. The Republican Party 
of the State cannot submit its relations to the 
party in the Nation to the decision of the majority 
of a Legislative caucus. No member ought be 
excused by caucus action from individual 
responsibility, but in joint convention of 
the Legislature, and in solemn exercise of his du- 
ties as a legislator, each man should cast his vote 
according to his conscience and the wishes of his 
constituents. We do not, therefore, deem it wise 
to unite inacall for a joint caucus. We remain,

The effect of the publication of the reply of 

the Senate Caucus Committee upon the Conk- 


ling men was not to make them happier. They 
sneered at it at first asa stump speech. Then 


they denounced it as outrageous for Republi- 
cans so to attempt to revolutionize the usage 


of the party, and finally abandoned discussion 
of it, to settle down to serious work. It was 
serious work that they found on their hands, 


too, and there was a painfully sudden cessa- 


tion of boasting about the ease with 
which 72 aqntbaees could be obtained. The 
active’ Conkling workers, including the _—— 
intendent of Public Works, 8. B, Dutcher, Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. Dennison, and Assemblyman 
Carpenter went about with grave faces, and 
when asked to say what the prospects were for 
holding a caucus to-morrow night, replied in a 
vague way, in monosyllables, and with the as- 
surance that all was going well. Still the cau- 
cus call was not published or announced. It 
was clear that there was a block to the royal 
progress to success, and the opinion was gain- 
ing ground that sentiment and strength were 
going the other way; that there would be no 
majority caucus, and that the 4) men, more or 
less, who desired or were to be constrained to 
vote for Conkling and Platt would have to do 
so in joint convention. 

It was as good as confessing defeat to-day 
that Conkling had not a majority behind him. 
Platt had been scarcely talked of at all. His 
candidacy when referred to was spoken of asa 
political accident. During the afternoon a dil- 
igent effort was made by the Conkling men 
to give publicity to the fact that petitions 
were coming in fromall parts of the State de- 
manding that Conkling and Platt be returned. 
From Utica there was received a petition 22 
feet long, containing more than one thousand 
names, signed to a request of this nature. 
The heading: of this had been printed on it 
yesterday morning, and the names were pro- 
cured before this morning and sent herein 
haste. Mr. Congdon, of Cattaraugus, said he 
had several days ago received guantities of 
letters from his constituents, which seemed to 
have been sent up on the spur of the moment. 
They all came from prominent and responsible 
men not in politics. To-day he begun to re- 
ceive letters from the political workers, all 
of whom he knew, and these letters were unani- 
mous in the demand that Conkling and Platt 
should be returned. Senator Madden’s experi- 
ence is similar. He received a bushel of let- 
ters after the resignation, all of them urging 
him not to support Conkling and Platt for re- 
election. When he was at home Saturday and 
Monday, he was rushed at by men from ony 
houses, and street corners, and all of them be- 
sought him not to commit the blunder of vot- 
ing to send the resigned Senators back. 
This morning he began to receive ad- 
visory letters from the working Republicans, 
the politicians of the district, all directing him 
on his allegiance to the party, to stand by 
Conkling and Platt. These stories, coming 
from a dozen or more different directions, un- 
questionably gave rise to the report that these 
letters have been inspired by machine direc- 
tion, and that not oneof the writers would 
have refused to write such a letter. There was 
_— difficulty in getting the Conkling and 

latt petitions well circulated. They had not 
come to the notice of the Legislature. The

THE SITUATION LAST NIGHT. 
FLOCKING IN OF POLITICIANS AND OFFICE- 
HOLDERS—CONKLING’S CAUSE NOT AD- 
VANCING RAPIDLY. 

AuBany, May 25.—Another day has passed 
in preparation for the event of next Tuesday, 
which is to test the sense of the Legislature as 
to whether its late Senators shall be Senators 
once more, or be allowed to retire from the 
places they have surrendered. That the inter- 
est in the contest is deep and widespread no 
one can doubt. Albany is thronged with 
anxious men. There were many State officers 
of high and low degree here yesterday. More 
have come and the remainder are coming, 
and when they are all here’ the din of con- 
versation will be terrible, The hotels are 
crammed with guests. Those who come later 
must be satisfied with rude conveniences. 
Notwithstanding the influx of visitors, and 
the fact that a large majority of them are con- 
strained by their positions in life to talk of the 
success of Conkling and Platt as a foregone 
conclusion, the cause of the ex-Serators has 


ot been as rapidly successful as their friends 
had predicted. hen it w: enapertes. last 
week by a prominent New-York Republican, 
who was visiting the Speaker of the 
Assembly, that the presence: of ex-Sena- 
tor Conkling here, where he could ap- 
peal in person to members, and impress 
them separately with the justice of his cause, 
that gentleman, a sincere admirer and be- 
liever in Mr. Conkling, expressed his belief 
that the Republican members could not and 
would not hesitate to volunteer tosupport him. 

Mr. Conkling has been here about 36 
hours. In the first 12, after he had 
talked earnestly with all the members he 
could meet, and each one who was presented to 
him had been afforded an opportunity to si 
a call for a caucus, 26. signatures had been o 
tained. The hesitation of members to sign 
did not at all appear to dash the spirits 
of Mr. Conkling or Vice-President Arthur. 
They had eonsulted with Gov, Cornell and had 
heard his assurance that he ho they would 
be triumphant. He would have been glad 
to offer his co-operation with then, but he was 
overburdened with executive business and must 
devote his entire time to that. Taking up 
their work this morning, it was about noon be- 
fore the caucus call had received the approval 
of 36 members. Entreaty, arguments, threats 
have been brought to bear since then. They 
have been told that the life of the Republican 
Party depends upon fidelity to the caucus 
principle; that rejection of that principle now 
is treason, and that persistence in rejection 
means ruin to the party in the State and 
litical death to the member in his district. 
On the other hand, ‘encouraged by the 
press of the State, the Administration men 
have counseled avoidance of the candidates 
who have deserted their trusts and who now 
seek to force themselves into position by the 
power they exert over the political machinery 
of the State. To the Administration men the 
caucus is but a convenience which they will 
not permit to be employed as a trap to catch 
andconfine themin. _ 

The work of securing signatures to the 
Conkling call was known to be advancing 
slowly. There came atime at night when it 
stopped. Report said that there were from 
40 to 50 men who had signed—no one 
of the Stalwart leaders could say 
just how many. Superintendent Dutcher 
said: ‘“‘Nearly enough, but there are half a 
dozen papers out and we can’t tell until they 
come in.” It was impossible to say whether 
the call would tbe. issued to-night or 
to-morrow, A story is told of the 
manner in which one man _was_ urged 
to sign. He was invited into Gen. Arthur’s 
room. Tho list was presented, and he was 


asked to sign it. He explained that he had 
made up his mind to sign n paper; that 
the mumivarsal indement of | con: 
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stituents was that Conkling and Platt 
should not be re-elected, and that he 
could not commit himself to a course so un- 
true to the men who had elected him. He was 
assured that he would not be bound to 
support either Conkling or Platt, but that 
were he had joined in a call for 
a caucus he would be regarded as 
at» full liberty to vote for whom he chose in 
the caucus, Ex-Senator Conkling, Gen. Ar- 
thur, and Mr. Platt all joined in soliciting the 
man’s signature, yet he withstood their 
solicitations, and refused to sign. If 54 
signatures can be obtained, there is 
no doubt the number can quickly be raised to 
60. A few hesitating men, waiting to see how 
the cat will jump, have signified their readiness 
to sign the caucus call if 54 other men will 
sign it. Among those are said to be Mr. Turck, 
of Ulster, whe has been waited upon by 
a committee from his district to convey to him 
the earnest wish of his constituents that he 
will not vote to return Conkling and Platt. 
Among the ‘‘anti-Conkling Stalwarts” there 
are many men who will scamper to the side of 
their personal choice, if the caucus can be 
called. They will please their constituents up 
to a certain point, and then will go as they 
prefer. By 4 f 

Among the Administration men there is 
greater firmness than ever, It at last looks as 
if they really mean fight and not ‘‘ talk fight.”’ 
They listen unterrified to the stories of pros- 
pective political death that awaits them, re- 
garding them as lightly asthe passing of a 


cloud, Forty men of them have signed 
the declaration not to go into a cau- 


cus, and there has been no sign of 
flinching among them. To-night they held a 
conference in the office of ex-Senator Hamil- 
ton Harris, where they organized by the elec- 
tion of Senator McCarthy as Chairman, As- 
semblyman James Low as Secretary, and by 


the appointment of executive and other com- 


mittees, The situation was considered 
fully. It was clear to all present that 
Conkling’s friends were disappointed, and 
that it had become apparent to them 
that humiliation in this contest was to follow 
the ex-Senator’s defeat and inglorious resigna- 
tion, Some suggestions were made that an 
effort should be made to unite upon candi- 
dates. This proposition was discouraged. The 
necessity owas set forth by _ several 
speakers of _ first clearing the field 
of the candidates whom they would 
not vote for under any circumstances. After 
that was accomplished it would be an easy 
matter to agree upon the Republicans who 


should be chosen to represent the State in the 


United States Senate. At al) events, 
they decided on no account, upon 
no representations, to be_ enticed into 


a caucus where they might be buried beneath 
a majority, and be bound upon their pledges 
and honor to stand by a conclusion reached 
before the caucus was called. The conference 
broke up at 10 o’clock, and the members who 
took part in it flocked into the Delavan soon 
after, flushed with confidence, determined not 
to recede from their position ‘‘though the 
heavens fail.”’ 

Soon after 8 o’clock Gov. Cornell, who had 
once before to-day called upon Conkling and 
Platt, made them another prolonged visits 
Gen. Arthur was present. Mr. Conkling did 
all the talking, sitting opposite to the Gover- 
nor and addressing him with all the deliber- 
ateness with which he speaks upon the stage or 


stump. The weather was sultry and 
it was necessary to keep the _ doors 
open. This gave the crowds in 


the hall a chance to peer in upon the circle of 

rominent men, and a throng of curious men 
eaned over each other’s shoulders to gape at 
them as they talked. Mr. Platt, who has been 
seen little auring the day, was a good list- 


ener. Ex-Senator Conkling has_ to-day 
spent nearly all his time in _ his 
room, and it has been noticed that 


the cordial, affectionate manner with which 
he met members in the hall, and the fashion 
of embracing the person with whom he talked 
with one arm has been dropped. There were 
no more such interesting scenes. The 
desire to ascertain the Governor’s views 
was much greater than any concern 
about what Conkling said. No one has béen 
able to ascertain more than that he is friendly 
to the ex-Senators. His prudence in the mat- 
ter commands everybody’s admiration and 
does not a whit decrease his popularity among 
the Administration men as a possible candi- 
date for the place of one of the ex-Senators. 

This afternoon, when the 2:40 train came in, 
it brought as a passenger George C. Gorham, 
of the Washington National Republican. He 
had scarcely registered at the Delavan before 
everybody knew that he wasintown. The re- 
— immediately went abroad that he had 

en sent for by Conkling’s friends to assist in 
securing a victorious settlement of the Sena- 
torial fight. He was regarded with some 
curiosity by those to whom he was pointed 
out, but it was soon discovered that if 
he had been imported as an ‘ influence” 
to assist Conkling and Platt, it would 
prove to be a very injudicious proceeding. 
Gorham strolled into the rooms of ex-Sen- 
ator Conkling and greeted him with easy 
familiarity, much to the disgust of some 
of the gentlemen who were present, 

as his presence here at the invitation of Mr 
Conkling and Gen. Arthur promised to create 
ascandal. Inquiry was madeof Gen. Arthur, 
who said that Mr. Gorham had not been sent 
for and was not employed todo any political 
work in this State, but had simply come as the 
correspondent of the National Republican. 

Remonstrances against the return of Messrs. 
Conkling and Platt rapidly increase in num- 
ber, and are already beginning to vie with the 
protests against the taxation of life insurance 
companies. A large number of them, numer- 
ously signed, was presented in the Senate this 
morning by Senators Wagner, Davenport, 
Robertson, and Sessions. In presenting one of 
the remonstrances from a town in Chautauqua 
County, Mr. Sessions said that there were 
only three Republicans in the town who re- 
fused to sign it.

CONKLING LOSING ADHERENTS. 


ASSEMBLYMEN COWLES AND GORSLINE GO 
OVER TO THE ADMINISTRATION FORCES. 
ALBANY, May 25.—At midnight the 

crowds about the Delavan were suddenly 


thrown into a new fever of excitement by 


the rumor that Assemblyman Cowles, of 
Monroz, who had been’ regarded as 
one of the most unflinching Stalwarts, had 
abandoned the Conkling men and gone over 


to the Administration ranks, It soon proved 


to be true, Just before 12 o'clock, Mr. Cowles 


went to Senator Pitts and told him that he 
had concluded that he would have to stand 
by his constituents, who were senaing 
him demand upon demand to _ vote 
against Conkling. The news gave great de- 
light to the anti-Conkling men, and when Mr. 
Cowles sat down and wrote a formal 
request that his name be struck from 
the list calling a caucus to-morrow 
night, the fact was made known all over 
the hotel and its neighborhood in 
a@ moment. Simply writing that he de- 
sired to have his name taken from 
the caucus list, he sent his request to Assem- 
blyman Carpenter, who received it with a very 
eee and strong expression of disappoint- 
ment. 

About the same time it became known that 
Assemblyman Gorsline, of Herkimer, who rad 
signed the caucus list, had succumbed to the 
demands of his constituents, and would with- 
draw from the Conkling men and change to 
the Administration side in the morning. 

Assemblymen Hurd and Bingham, of Erie, 
are said to have declared to friends that they 
will not go into a caucus or vote for Conkling 
and Platt. 

These reported and actual defections have 
greatly depressed and angered the Conk- 


lng men. They do not talk about 
withdrawing their candidates, but they 
have not by any means __ succeeded 


as they had hoped in securing the approval of 
a majority of the Legislature to a call fora 
caucus. Upon the success of this attempt they 
relied chie y. for the election of Conkling and 
Platt. While the ieading Stalwarts say they 
will fight till the end, the Administration men, 
elated and perhaps overconfident, express 
their belief that ex-Senators Conkling and 
Platt will be out of the fight before Saturday.

Wasnineton, May 25.—-A lively interest 
is manifested here in the contest now in prog- 
ress at Albany.

Opinions as to the probable result 
are based on the reports published in 
the New-York papers, which are sought 
for and discussed abouvt the executive 
departments and hotels, with as much earnest- 
ness as marks the discussion of important 
national questions pending before Congress.

ASKING FOR MODERATION AND ACTION TO 
BRING ABOUT PARTY HARMONY. 

The Colored Central Republican Commit- 
teo, of which William Freeman is President, 
has issued an appeal to the members of the 
Legislature, at Albany, asking them to try to 
settle the Senatorial controversy by using 
‘‘moderation on both sides.” The appeal is 
signed by Messrs. William Freeman, Samuel J. 


Stokely, Washington Parker, Edward 
Barguet, James Crosby, Alexander Pow- 
er, Col. James _B, Lee, Austin Al- 
len, Pierre Barguet, Lieut.-Col. J. J. 


Freeman, George Mack, Samuel B. Clay, Ed- 
ward Seaman, and John Dozier. They declare 
that the colored people of the State have wit- 
nessed with consternation and regret ‘‘ the 


breach that is being made in the aed & of their 
choice, and the bitter strife that has been, and 
is still, making enemies of friends,’ and endan- 
gering the life of the Republican Party. They 
urge an amicable settlement of the difficulty. 
**There is,” the appeal continues, ‘*a much 
greater work for our party todothan quarreling 
and wrangling over appointments. As to broken 
ledges they amount to nothing, for the whole 
publican Party have constantly and con- 
tinuously broken their pledges with the col- 
ored man ever since the right to vote has been 
given him. Where are the guarantees for 
safety and freedom of opinion and the free use 
of the ballot given us at the South? How 
have we been recompensed for our loyalty to 
our party, for our sacrifica of life, property, 
and homes? How faithfully have the lodges 
given to the black man been kept? But we 
are Republicans still, and when the time 
comes for us to show to the country where 
our sympathies and our votes are, they 
are always sure to be found recorded on 
the side of the Republican Party.”

PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICANS. 


PROSPECTS OF THE CAMPAIGN — UNCER- 
TAINTY AS TO PARTY LEADERS 
PHILADELPHIA, May 25. — Announce- 


ments of the programme of the Republican 


organization in Pennsylvania, either for this 
year or next, are altogether premature. There 
is nothing settled, as yet, on any point of im- 
portance, even in the present year’s campaign. 


The influence of recent experience'ig this State 
has been not merely to discourage political 


managers from setting up things too long in 
advance, but to prove that the best plan, de- 
cidedly, is to await the development of popu- 
lar feeling. Very much more is likely to be 


left to the decision of conventions when they 


actually get together than had been the case 
for some time before 1880. It is safe to say 
that nobody yet knows who will succeed Mr. 
Cessna as Chairman of the State Committee. 
Some suggestions have been sent out from 


Harrisburg that it will be Representative 
Wolfe, of Union. This is not at all probable. 


Mr. Wolfe could not command the full and 
hearty support of the working element of the 
party, and he certainly would not be anxious 
to undertake the charge of a canvassin the 
off year unless he bad all the help possible. 
The reputation of defeat in the conduct of a 
campaign is always a weight upon a politician. 

So, also, in regard to candidates for State 
Treasurer. There is nothing decided as yet, 
either in the Independent or Stalwart camps. 
State Senator George V. Lawrence, of Wash- 
ington County, a veteran of the party, who 
has been in both branches of the Legislature 
numerous times, and served also two terms in 
Congress, is proposed. He wasthe Chairman 
of the 56 Grow men or Independent Republi- 
cans who abstained from participation in the 
general caucus at Harrisburg last January, 
and so prevented the election of Mr. Oliver, 
and brought about that of Senator Mitchell. 
This record, however, does not make him par- 
ticularly objectionable to the Stalwarts; he 
stands rather better, in fact, with them than 
with the Independent wing. Other suggested 
candidates are Mr. Mapes, an Independent Re- 
publican member of the House, from the 
oil country; Mr. Caven, the local reform lead- 
er in this city ; State Senator C. S. Kauffman 
of Lancaster, another of the Grow 56; an 
probably some who have not yet been very 
prominently brought forward, There is a 
marked predominance of the Indepenent ma- 
terial. The fact is that there has been a strong 
inclination to letthat wing of the party tr 
running this campaign, in order, as some Stal- 
warts express it, ‘‘ to see how far they’ll get.’’ 
But the probability is that some strong and 
popular man, conspicuously fit for the Freae- 
ury office, and not prominent in either faction, 
will be selected, very likely one who has not 
been mentioned at all. The convention will 
not meet until September, and there is yet 
plenty of time to choose. ; 

It is only reasonable to add that the Repub- 
lican organization in this State is just now in a 
shape with very indefinite outlines. The con- 
trol heretofore exercised by a few men is bad- 
ly broken in upon, and it is a question who 
will be the leaders for the next few years. 
Something will be shown as to this by the pro- 
cedure in the preliminary canvass for the 
nomination this year, and in the campaign 
after it is made, but meantime there is very 
general uncertainty as to who will run the ma- 
chine in future. Leaders and followers are 
mixed up, and a new assignment of positions 
may result—or it may not. There is enly one 
State officer to be chosen this year, the 
Treasurer, who will hold office for two years, 
and will not be eligible to re-election. This 
makes a slim ticket, but it will be somewhat 
supported by the large lists of local 
officers to be chosen in all the counties. 
Most of them elect Sheriffs, and there are, be- 
sides, Registers, Recorders, Protonotaries, 
Clerks of the Courts, Treasurers, &c. The 
contest over these in close counties is very ani- 
mated, and helps to bring out the vote in aid 
of the State ticket. In Lancaster County the 
Republicans have already made their nomina- 
tions, the primaries being held ‘on what is 
known as the ‘“‘Crawford County system,’’ 
(a selection by general vote of all members of 
the party,) on Saturday last, in the midst of a 
political feeling so intense that it would seem 
asif the party could not hold together under 
its distracting force, but which seems in that 
county to do no permanent damage. Other 
counties have called conventions, to meet in a 
few weeks, several being named for June, and 
there will be local contests developing soon in 
different parts of the State.

WASHINGTON, May 25, 1881. 

Mrs. Garfield’s condition is somewhat im- 
proved to-day. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $257,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $295,471 76, and from Customs $565,- 
581 07. 

Arrangements have been made at the Indian 
Office for the removal of about 70 of the North 


Carolina Cherokees to the Indian Territory. 
This is the first step toward the removal of the 
entire tribe of North Carolina Cherokees, num- 
bering about 2,000, to that Territory. 

Internal Revenue Collector Clark, at At- 


lanta, Ga., telegraphed to Commissioner Raum 


to-day as follows: ‘“‘Have — received re- 
ports of the seizure of 10 illicit distilleries— 
8 in Habersham, 4in Raben, 1 in White, and 
2in Cherokee County. About 13,000 gallons 
of mash and beer were destroyed.” 


The Treasury Department has rejected all 
the 5 per cent. bonds which were shipped yes- 


terday for conversion into 34¢ per cents. Only 
such bonds as can be clearly shown to have 
been shipped on Monday will be received. The 
shipments made on Monday, according to no- 
tices received at the Treasury, exceed the limit 
of $250,000,000. It cannot be stated how much 
the excess will be, as the entries have not yet 
been figured up. There are about $106,000,000 
of coupon 5 per cent. bonds outstanding, 
which, under the, one hundred and third call, 
can be presented for conversion until July 1. 
The coupon bonds not presented by that time 
become redeemable on August 12, After 
carefully estimating the amount of cou- 
pon 5 per cents which had been convert- 
ed into registered 5s previous to the 
issuance of the one hundred and third call and 
the amount en route to the department in ex- 
cess of the $250,000,000, it is thought that there 
will be left for redemption about $70,000,000 of 
registered 5 per cents. In addition to this there 
are about $16,000,000 of 6 per cents, registered 
and coupon, under the one hundred and second 
call, upon which interest ceases J oy hee to 
be heard from before the series is y dis- 
posed of. It is maintained by Treasury officers 
that, assuming the revenues continue at the 
present average, the entire series of 5 per 
cents not converted will be well in hand if not 
entirely covered by calls before the convening 
of the Korty-seventh Con; If this predic- 
tion should prove true there will be no bonds 
except the 33¢ per cents, which are at the op-

THE CALAMITY IN ONTARIO 


AN EXCURSION WHICH COST 2388 
PERSONS THEIR LIVES. 
THE OVER-LOADED BOAT CAREENS AND HER 


UPPER DECK FALLS8S—THE PASSEN- 


GERS CRUSHED OR PLUNGED INTO THE 
RIVER—A LIST OF 202 IDENTIFIED 
BODIES—MANY OTHER BODIES FOUND. 
Lonpox, Ontario, May 25.—More than 
200 bodies have been recovered from the wreck 
of the steam-boat Victoria on the Thames 
River. There were a number of excursions 
from this city to neighboring towns yester- 
day, it being not only the Queen’s birthday 


and a beautiful Spring day, but the first day 


of business for the excursion steam-boats. 
Trips were made about four miles down the 
river to a place knownj,as Spring Bank, 
a popular resort, where the city water- 
works are. Three or four steam-boats 


took down large excursion parties at inter- 


vals throughout the day. At about 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon the Victoria, of the 
Thames Navigation Company’s line, left her 
dock on her fourth and last trip for the day with 


a large load of passengers, variously estimated 
at from 400 to 600 in number. The down trip 


was made without accident, aithough the boat 
was so heavily loaded that she occasionally 


shipped smail quantities of water when too 
many of the crowd got on one side, 


On the return trip, when more than half 
wav home, there, was some commotion on 


board. It is not quite certain what this was. 
Some of the rescued passengers say that some 
boys were cutting innocent capers on the lower 
deck, and others say that the boat struck a 
snag. Whatever the cause, something drew a 
large number of the passengers to one side of 
the boat, With this additional weight on 
that side the boat careened, and a volume of 


water fully an inch deep poured over the 
side. This frightened the people on the lower 
deck and those on the upper deck who saw it, 
and a majority of the passengers on board 
madea rush forthe other side of the boat. 





The weight thus transferred to the opposite, 


side produced, of course, thesame result there, 
but to a greater and more dangerous extent. 
The side so weighted down went two or three 
feet under water. The steam-boat would, no 
doubt, have righted herself again after this 
trouble, but, while the crowd below were 
struggling in the water, ing to save them 
selves from being wash overboard, the 
stanchions of the upper deck gave way, and 
the entire upper part of the boat and several 
hundred people were precipitated upon the un- 
fortunate people below, crushing them to the 
deck and rendering escape im ible. The 
boat continued to settle on its side deeper in the 
water, taking with it many of the passengers 
who were stunned or injured by the fall of the 
upper deck and who were unable to help them- 
selves. Scores of peoplesank immediately, ut- 
terly unable to make any effort to help them- 
selves. Many who were pinned to the lower deck 
by the weight from above were drowned before 
anything could be done for them. Many 
others, thrown uninjured into the river, rent 
the air with their cries and vain appeals for 
the succor that thoseon board and unhurt 
could not render toso many drowning people 
atonce. The utmost exertions were put forth 
to rescue as many of the drowning passengers 
as possible, and a large number were saved 
from death. 

As soon as possible help was secured, and 
the work of recovering the bodies from the 
river and from the wreck was begun. The 
bodies were put on the steam-boat Louise as 
fast as they were secured, and then taken to 
the company’s docks, where the sorrowful task 
of identification began. The accident hap- 

ned at about6:15 o’clock, andit wasmidnight 
Betore the bodies recovered last evening were 
brought to the city. There were many heart- 
rending scenes on the dock where the 
bodies were laid. They were put in rows 


on the grass by the river side, all 
dressed in holiday attire, and by the 
aid of torches, which made the scene 


even more ghastly, the faces were eagerly 
scanned by hundreds of anxious friends look- 
ing for their missing ones. Alarge proportion 
of the drowned were men in middle life, and 
many were childrenof tender years. Thecries 
of friends who recognizea loved ones among 
the corpses, echoed across _ the river all night. 
Wives inquired anxiously for their husbands, 
mothers for their children. One man was seen 
whose four children were missing. As fast as 
bodies were recognized, they were taken away 
and prepared for burial. $ 

The utmost confusion prevails in the city, 
and it is impossible at this hour to secure a 
complete list of the drowned. The list of 
bodies identified up to this evening numbers 
202, and is as foilows:

night, as a number of missing persons have 
been reported, and the search is still going on. 

When the water was let off, by the removal 
of the plash boards this morning, search was 
continued for those under the lower deck, and 
22 more bodies were brought to the surface, 
making more than 200 in all so far recovered.

THE NUISANCE ON SOUTH-STREET 
TO BE REMOVED. 

A HANDSOME BRICK STRUCTURE TO REPLACE 
THE PRESENT UNSIGHTLY EDIFICE—A 
DESCRIPTION OF THE PROPOSED NEW 
BUILDING. 

Mention was made in yesterday’s Times of 
the filing of the plans and spec’fications for the re- 
pair of Fulton Market, in the Department of Build- 
ings. Mr, Douglass Smyth, the architect, said yes- 
terday that they were designed and drawn under 
the advice and direction of Commissioner of Public 
Works Hubert O. Thompson, who has personally 
interestea himself in pushing them to completion 
since the appropriation was granted. Mr. Eugene 
Blackford, to whose persistent efforts in the 
face of strong opposition the passage of 
the appropriation is due, was in Mr. Smyth’s 


office when Tse Trres’s reporter called, and ex- 
ressed himself highly pleased with the plans. He 
aid that owing to the comparative smaliness of 
the sum to be expended, he did not expect any- 
thing more than a shell, and he was therefore 
agreeably surprised to learn that a handsome, sub- 
stantial structure is to be built on the site of the 
oldr>okery. It was feared by those interested that if 
they asked for money to rebuild the entire structure 
the authorities would take alarm at the probable cost 
and they contented themselves with merely asking 
that the most. dangerous portion should be re- 
paired. On this ground $80,000 was yoted, a sum 
which, according to Mr. Smyth’s calculations, and 
under his designs, will prove sufficient to practical- 
iy rebuild the market, leaving only a smail and un- 
important portion subject to future action on the 
part of the authorities. The probability of such 
action has been taken into account by Mr. Smyth 
and Commissioner Thompson, and the plans have 
been so arranged that not only can the addition be 
made at any time without trouble, but the founda- 
tions and walls of the intended structure will be 
sufficient to sustain the added weight of three ad- 
ditional stories should the City wish to so elevate 
the market. 
For the reasons stated, the proposed improve- 
ments will he technically only repairs. The old 
original two-story structure which fronts on Front, 
Fulton, and Beekman streets, and which is the 
most danzerous portion of the yeonet rookery, 
will be pulled down, and an entirely new staucture 
erected upon the site upon a foundation of newly 
driven piles. The new edifice will be in the Renais- 
sance style, one story in height, of Philadelphia 
pre sed brick, with terra cotta ornamentation 
and blue stone wirdow sills, copings, 
and foundations. The distance between 
the inner and outer walls will be 30 feet on all sides. 
The latter will also be of Philadelphia pressed 
brick, both for purposes of strength and cleanli- 
ness. At each of the present four corners and in 
the centre of the Front-street side will be a square 
two-story tower with peaked élated roof finished 
py aterra cotta cap. Each of the five towers will 
be provided With an fron strircase, and a part of the 
upper story of the central Front-street tower will be 
furnished with closets, of which the present market 
ls entirely destitute. The remainaer will be used 
as en office by the Clerk of the market. The second 
stories of the other four towers will be let as offices 
to marketmen desiring extra accommodation. The 
roof of the structure proper will be of tin with 
numerous ventilating skylights, and at regular in- 
tervals will be pierced with stove-pipe holes for the 
use of the stand-owners. The outer walls will be 
full of large, arched windows for purposes of light 
and ventilation. The flooring will consist of heavy 
planks upon which will be. laid a solid covering of 
rock asphalt, thoroughly guttered for drainage. 
The ceiling will-be finished in wood, shallacked. 
There will be no basement. The fisor 
will be on a level with the sidewalk. 
thus doing away at the same time both with the 
rum shops and coffee and cake saloons, and with 
the vexatious system of steps upward from the 
street and downward to the central portion of the 
market, which are features of the present rookery. 
Ample drains will be provided, and arrangements 
will be made to turn the roof water into them so 
as to cleanse them. They will also be kept well 
ventilated, the object being to insure perfect clean- 
liness and absence of offensive odors. At present 
ali the drainage ruxs on the surface and has to be 
sweptinto the gutters. The entrances will be just 
as they are now. : 
In drafting their plans Messrs. Thompson and 
Smyth were careful to keep strictly to the old lines of 
the original edifice so as to avoid disturbing existing 
ttalls. To further provide against any loss or an- 
noyance to marketmen it has been determined to 
first tear down that portion which fronts on Beek- 
mant-street and so much adjoining on Front-street 
zs will admit of the constructiou of the central 
tower on the latter thoroughfare, and build upon 
this before touching the remainder. Meantime 
‘emporary sheds of planks will be erected 
just outside the curb on South-street, and 
in these accommodations will be provided for the 
itand-owners until everything is ready for their re- 
jura. Then work will be proceeded with on the 
remainder, and the other stand-owners will be 
riven the use of the temporary sheds. The con- 
tract for these sheds has already been awarded, 
and they are to be put up at once. Commiasioner 
Thompson will advertise for bids for the erection 
of the new market building in a few days. Mr. 
Smyth expects that it will be finished before the 
end of the year. The finished structure will 
leave the central part of the market and the old 
sheds fronting on South-street just as they are 
how. except that there will be a tower on each 
sorner of that street. To complete the market, 
sll that will be necessary will be to continue the 
structure along South-street, placing a sixth tower 
n the middle, and to construct a roof over the 
sentral part of the market. The proposed edifice 
will be so built and provided with supports that a 
‘oof of any kind, even iron, may be safely pro- 
\ected over it at any time.

THE MINA MULLER MURDER CASE. 
Kenkowski, the alleged murderer of Mina 
Muller, was in much the same condition yesterday 
that he iad been in on Tuesday evening. Dr. Con-: 
verse, the County Physician, who attends him 
thinks that his illness is not due to the wound he 


received in the Franco-Prussian war, but to the 
mental anxiety he suffers. Kenkowski asserts, 
however, that it is the wound that is worrying him. 
He says that he has been attacked by illness an- 
nually since he received the wound. One time he 
‘ay sick for five weeks in bed from its effects. The 
physician who then attended him assured him that 
3 recurrence of the trouble would cost him his 
life, and he was willing to bet yesterday that he 
will die in the present sickness. Dr. Helter, of Ho- 
boken, visited him yesterday, and agrees with Dr. 
Donverse as to the nature and cause of his physical 
troubles. He said to Dr. Helfer that he is innocent 
of the crime with which he stands charged, and 
that in a few days his innocence will be made mani- 
fest. Coroner Wiggins last night resumed his in- 
vestigation of the Guttenberg murder. The crowd 
in and around the Court-house was greater than 
on any of the previous occasions, and before 8 
o’clock—the time fixed for the opening of the in- 
guest—it became necessary to close the Court- 
house door and refuse admittance to any more 
spectators. Kenkowski, the alleged murderer, 
was still too ill to be removed from 
the jail, but it was decided to continue 
the investigation without his presence. 
The first witness called was Charles Edward 
Adolph Raab, who discovered the murdered wom- 
an's body. He testified to his discovery of the 
rody in the clump of woods, and described its ap- 
pearance and the appearance of the place. He 
made the discovery while following his occu- 
ation of gathering wild flowers and pond 
ilies. The witness identified the woman’s 
slothing and the stones which had blood 
and hair on them when he saw _ them. 
Jacob Nuengesser, a farmer living in the vicinity 
of where the body was found and who saw it be- 
fore it was removed, corroborated the previous 
witness as to the position and appearance of the 
body. He also fully corroborated Raab's descrip- 
tion of the appearance of the place and identified 
the clothing of the murdered woman.

CLOSING WINDOW-GLASS FACTORIES. 

PITTTBURG, Penn., May 25.—The window- 
glass manufacturers have unanimously decided to 
tlose their works on June 1 for the Summer. 
There was some opposition to the movement, but 
they all came into line finally. The window-glass 
houses usually close down for the hot weather 
on July 1, but owing to over-production and the 
high wages, the step is this year taken a month 
earlier.

DISCUSSING THE CONDITION AND NEEDS OF 
EDUCATIONAL AND RELIGIOUS BODIES. 

Boston, May 25.—The anniversary of the 
American Education Society was held in the Tre- 
mont Temple this morning, the Rev. Asa Bullard 
presiding. A statement of the condition of the 
society was made by the Rev. I. N. Tarbox. In the 
college department there has been unprecedented 
prosperity, one legacy from Mrs. V. G. Stone, of 
Malden, ylelding $163,000. The year was begun 


with a deficit of $1,099, and ended with one of $216. 
The total income of both departments was 
256,168 82; disbursements, $255,255. The scholar- 
ship fund now amounts to $71,000. 

The annual meeting of the American Missionary 
Association was held here this morning. e Sec- 
retary stated that with the close of this month the 
organization will have completed 19 full years of 
labor among the colored people. The number of 
teachers, missionaries, and laborers sent into the 
South during these years is 5,936, and the money 
expended on the Southern tield during this period 
$4,500,000. The tangible outcome of this labor in 
institutions is 51 schools for higher education, six 
of them having collegiate courses and three theo- 
logical courses. About 75 Congregational churches 
have also been established. Work among the Chi- 
nese and Indians js full of promise. The receipts 
up to the close of April were about $20,000 in ad- 
vance of the receipts of last year at the same date. 

Staunton, Va., May 25.—At the meeting of the 
Geueral Assembly last night the establishment of 
anew synod was recommended, to be known as 
the Synod of South Georgia. In answer to an 
overture of the Montgomery Presbytery, asking 
for information asto whether the deliverance of 
the Assembly of 1877 on dancing had been repealed 
or affected by subsequent action, the committee 
stated that it had in nowise been altered. At the 
session to-day the Committee on Seminaries made 
a report approving the election of Dr. Palmer, of 
New-Orleans, to the Chair of Pastoral Theology in 
Columbia Seminary. No action taken. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 25.—This was the last 
day of the Baptist anniversaries. At the session 
of the Home Mission Society, the Rev. Dr. S. A.

The Commission on Mormonism re- 
ported that it was of the opinion that the society 
owed two duties to the citizens of Utah—to send 
them the Gospel and to urge the full and faithful 
administration of the laws of the land for the 
suppression of “this monstrous evil.”

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FRAUDS ON DISPENSARIES 


—_@e——_—— 


THE PLAN THAT WAS ADOPTED TO 
GET RID OF THEM. 

ORIGIN OF THE SYSTEM OF CHARGING A NOMI- 
INAL FEE—ASTONISHING RESULTS OF ITS 
ENFORCEMENT—IN OPERATION IN EVERY 
DISPENSARY BUT ONE. 

One square from Sixth-avenue, Waverley- 
place is intersected by two densely populated 
thoroughfares, and thus is formed the small tri- 
angle occupied by the Northern Dispensary, with 
the exception of the New-York, the oldest of 
our large public institutions of that class, and one 
which has treated nearly 750,000 patients and 
issued nearly twice that number of preseriptions 
during the 50 years of its existence. Within the 
last month the Trustees of the institution have 
entered upon an experiment which the house phy- 
sician pronounces to have been thus far successful 
—that of exacting the trifling fee of 10 cents for 
each prescription issued, provided the patient {s 
able to pay the amount without inconvenience. 
The act of Legislature which enabled the Trustees 
to introduce this attempted cerrection of an abuse 
that has attained enormous proportions, was 
passed on April 80, 1881, but the movement which 
led to the application for legislative action was 
begun some five years ago in an experimental 
way by the New-York Dispensary, the 
senior of the Northern by 37 years. It 
had become a notorious fact to those ac- 
quainted with dispensary management, that a large 
number of the applications for medical aid daily 
preferred to the house physician were practically 
fraudulent, inasmuch asthe parties preferring them 
were competent to pay for the services of a phy- 
siclan,and did not fall within the class for which such 
institutions were originally designed. In the an- 
nual reports of the New-York Dispensary for 1877 
and 1878 this fact was so cogently urged upon the 


attention of the Board of Trustees by the house 
physician, that in May. 1878, his suggestions of re- 
torm were adopted, and a uniform fee of 10 cents 
was fixed upon for the dispensation of prescrip- 
tions of medicines. [t was averred in justification 
of this course, that the practical effect of the exist- 
ing system was to encourage pauperism, to diminish 
the self-respect of deserving applicants, and to at- 
tract from the struggling members of the medical 
profession a large amount of business that legiti- 
mately belonged to them, Soon afterward, as a 
result of the workirg of the experiment, a general 
conference Of representatives of all the general 
dispensaries in the City was called, and the subject 
thoroughly discussed in all its bearings. Except in 
two instances, the pay system was sanctioned by 
the Trustees and went into operation quietly. 

Six lange institutions have long districted the City 
below the Central Park, namely, the New-York 
Dispensary, No. 187 Centre-street; the Eastern, No. 
57 Essex-street; the Northern, in Waverley-place, 
near Sixth-avenue; the Demilt, corner of Second- 
avenue and Twenty-third-street; the North-west- 
ern, No. 408 Wes! Thirty-sixth-street, and the 
North-eastern, No. 222 east Fifty-ninth-street. The 
The number of patients annually treated by these 
institutions was, previous to the adoption of the 
reform, about 125,000, and the number of prescrip- 
tions issued about 250,000. The institution of the 
pay rule led to an immediate reduction of about 
20 per cent. in the number of patients under treat- 
ment, and toa very considerable reduction in the 
applications for aid. For reasons which were 
satisfactory to the Trustees, the Northwest- 
ern had not at the date of the conference, and has 
not since, adopted the pay plan; while at the North- 
ern the legal members of the board were in doubt 
as to the effect of the step on some of the legacies 
left them, and deemed it prudent to obtain the 
special sanction of the Legislature. At the New- 
York Dispensary, where the rule has been 
in force for three years, Mr. D. Colden Mur- 
ray, the Treasurer, makes the surprising state- 
ment that more than 95 in every 100 are able 
to pay for their prescriptions, and the income from 
that source suffices to maintain the ys roe! Ry 
department and to materially assist in the financial 
prosperity of the institution... The total number 
of patients treated last year, according to the 
house physician, was 37,072, of whom 26,944 were 
new cases. Of this number only 1,951 were unable 
to pay the fee. From the remaining 35,000 an in- 
come of nearly $4.500 was derived, the percentage 
of absolute poverty being only 344 per cent. of all 
the applications made. The decline in the number 
of applications was perhaps larger than was an- 
ticipated. Thus, in ‘1878 the number who 
applied for aid was 38,051, and in 1877 
it was 48,623, while in 1880 it was a 
little less than 27,000. At the Demilit Dispensary, 
where the rule weut into operation in January, 
1879, the statistics enow a smaller percentage of 
pay cases. The charge, as at the New-York, is 10 
certs, but the free list embraces about 25 applica- 
tions in every 100. The system of inquiry is not 
very strict, the principle followed being to give 
any patient who alleges incapacity the benefit of 
the doubt, if such doupt exists. The same bene- 
ficial results have, however, followed the adoption 
of the pay rule, in the disappearance of loungers, 
cases of feigned illness, and applications from those 
abundantly able to pay. The reduction in number 
has been rather less than at the sister institution, 
but the income has been nearly sufficient to main- 
tain the drug-room, and thus relieve the funds of 
the institution from the tax imposed upon them in 


’ that direction, 


At the Northern Dispensary the rule has been in 
operation only two weeks, but the house physi- 
cian had noticed some reduction in the number of 
the applications.» His impression was that from 90 
to 95in every 1 0 would represent the percentage 
of applicants able to pay the fee. The rule is to let 
the patient take the medicine, if unable to pay at 
the moment, and ask him or her to bring the 10 
cents next time. If the case is a fraudulent one, 
and the patientis able but unwilling to pay, the 
application for medicines or treatment is not re- 
newed, and the institution loses the 10 cents, but, 
at the same time, gets rid of a case that would uitl- 
mately require investigation. 

At other institutions where the rule has been 
adopted results commensurate with the foregoing 
have accrued, One of the results has been to 
abolish lounging at the dispensaries and to lead to 
a better administration in the departments them- 
selves; while, indirectly, medical men have been 
benefited by the transfer of about 20 per centum of 
the number who have hitherto depended upon dis- 
ponsarion for free advice and free medicines to the 
ist of those who employ physicians and try to pay 
them. There has been a corresponding reduction 
in the number who apply for trifling causes, and 
thus a great many of the most annoying episodes of 
dispensary life have been abated. In casesof slight 
cold or light indisposition no application is’ now 
made, and the leisure of the house physician is 
spared for the study of diseases taat really require 
attention. In surgical cases, of course, where im- 
mediate interference is demanded, it is rendered 
promptly without question as to the ability or in- 
ability of the patient to pay.

After 
the consultation Mr. Farmer returned to his office 
and discovered that during his absence the Post 
Office had been entered, and money and postage 
stamps to the value, ashe thinks, of $500, had been 
stolen.

BROOKLYN'S GREAT DAY. 


——— 
A SUNDAY-SCHOOL PARADE IN WHICH THOU- 
SANDS OF CHILDREN JOINED. 

The fifty-second anniversary of the Brook- 
lyn Sunday-School Union was celebrated in that 
city yesterday with great ceremony. The parade, 
which is the feature of these annual celebrations, 
brought out fully 50,000 children and Sunday-school 
officers and teachers, the largest number, it is 
claimed, that ever ‘participated in one of these 
celebrations. The anxiety of the youngsters 
for fair weather was so great that Grand Mar- 
shal Charles A. Schieren telegraphed the Signal 


Bureau in Washington the day before, asking the 
probabilities for yesterday. The answer was: ‘ In- 
dications are that the weather will be fairin Brook- 
lyn to-morrow.” The day could hardly have been 
improved upon. There were clearskies overhead. 
and acool breeze from the south-west tempered 
the sun’s warm rays. At11 o'clock in the morning 
the bells of the City Hall and the churches through- 
out the city were rung asa signal that the parade 
would come off in the afternoon without fail. It 
was a signal also to be observed by those living 
along the ines of march, hundreds of whom 
hastened to decorate their residences for the 
occasion. The City Hall, Court-house, and Munici- 

al Building were decked with streamers and bunt- 
ng, and a number of bank and insurance buildings 
in the City Hall square floated their flags. The 
Packer girls also flung out the Stars and Stripes 
from the institute building on Joralemon-street. 
Seldom has the city, even on national féte days, 
presented a gayer oe eg than it did yesterday. 

The 135 schools which participated in the celebra- 
tion were divided into seven divisions, all of 
which, with the exception of the Prospect Park 
division, were governed by one programme, 
althongh their movements were conducted in as 
many different parts of the city. This programme 
included the gathering of the schools at designated 
churches, where brief addresses were made and 
the anniversary songs were sung. Then the 
schools formed in line, and at 4 o'clock the 
parade began. Thousands of spectators lined the 
streets to witness the display. Each division was 
headed by a band of musicians. The chiidren 
were attired in their neatest, many of them earry- 
ing bouquets and banners, and all wearing bright 
new badges. The Prospect Park division, number- 
ing 10,000 scholars, under the direction of Marshal 
Frederick K. Burckett, marched direct to the Park, 
and encamped on the Long Meadow, which was 
cleanly mown and set apart for their use. Tents 
were erected under the trees of the picnic ground 
and a reviewing stand at one end of the meadow. 
After the preliminary sérvice the whole division 
passed in review before Mayor Howell, Benjamin 
H. Bayliss, President of the Sunday-Schoo! Union; 
the Rev. Albert G. Lawson, the Rev. U. D. Gulick. 
the Rev. Melville Boyd, the Rev. R. B. Kelsey, and 
others. Dr. Talmage’s school was 1,300 strong, that 
of Dr. Cuyler’s church over 1,000, and that of the 

tev. Mr. Gulick’s church, 1.400. The meadow was 
inclosed by a rope fence, which excluded those not 
connected with the schools. At least 10,000 per- 
sons witnessed the parade of this division. 

The Heights division, marshaled by Mr. A. B. 
Thorn, who has grown gray in the Sunday-school 
service, paraded 12,000 scholars, who were reviewed 
by the Heights clergymen at Pierrepont and Clin- 
ton streets. The colored schools in this division at- 
tracted general attention by the neatness of their 
appearance and their display of banners. In the 
Carroll Park Division, marshaled by George B. For- 
rester, were 8,000 children, who paraded the streets 
in that portion of South Brooklyn _ bor- 
dering on Carroll Park. The Bedford Division 
marched to the music of the Seventh 
Regiment Band. They numbered 6,000 scholars, 
under the marshalship of William J. Bennett. The 
Clinton-avenue division, embraving those schools 
which are located on the Hill, numbered 8,000 
scholars, and was marshaled by James S. Casé. 
The New-York-avenue division and the Tompkins 
Park division drew on the outlying wards for their 
membership, the former parading 3,500 and the lat- 
ter 4,000. The line of march of each division was 
purposely made very short, so that the younger ones 
should not be fatigued. After the parade wasover, 
each school returned to its own church.where cake 
andice-cream were served out, to the delight of the 
little ones, who for weeks have been thinking of 
nothing but Anniversary Day.

NOT ALLOWED TO PRACTICE

COLUMBIA LAW SCHOOL GRADU- 
ATES INDIGNANT. 
REFUSED ADMISSION TO THE BAR BECAUSE 
THE SCHOOL TERM I8 NOT EIGHTEEN 
MONTHS LONG—WHAT A PROFESSOR SAYS 


The graduates of the Columbia College Law 
School who applied for admission to the Bar upon 
the faith of their diplomas were rejected yesterday 
morning by the General Term of the Supreme 
Court. At the same time the court decided that 
the diplomas of the graduates of the Law School 
of the University of the City of New-York were 
granted in compliance with law, and that their 
possessors were entitled to admission to the Bar. 
This determination of the matter, which the court 
took under consideration on Tuesday at the re- 
quest of a Committee of the State Bar Association, 


was expected, but it was not on that account any 
the less disagreeable to the Columbia College 
xraduates. They were as moody a lot of E naeoel 
men as ever were sven. The University graduates 
were correspondingly jubilant. 

The decision of the General Term was delivered 
orally by Presiding Judge Noah Davis. He said 
that under the statute affecting the University of 
the City of New-York, graduates of that institu- 
tion become entitled to admission to the Bar if 
they have studied in the Law School for three 
terms of 12 weeks each, or two terms of the same 
duretion and ‘‘one year’s study of the law else- 
where.” The word “elsewhere,” Judge Davis 
said, was construed by the court as applying to 
study in some other law institution, orin the office 
of a practicing attorney and counselor. Judge 
Davis added that an examination of the papers 
presented by the applicants for admission from the 
university revealed that the law had_ been ob- 
served in every case. The conclusion of the court 
was that these applicants must be admitted to the 
Bar upon their papers. 

Judge Davis pointed out that the law provides 
that no diploma of the Columbia College Law 
School shall entitle its holder to admission to the 
Bar unless the nolder shall have studied in the 
school for 18 months. The result of the examina- 
tion of some of the applicants for admission was 
the discovery that, although their papers were 
regular, they and all their associates had only 
studied 14 months in the Law school. ‘ Now,” 
said Judge Davis, “ nothing can be clearer as a 
legal proposition than that the condition has not 
been complied with. It is said, and probably with 
truth, that it has been the custom for these institu- 
tions togrant such diplomas upon an attendance 
of this shorter period of timo upon the assumption 
that what the statute meant was two law school 
terms of such period of time as those terms might 
be fixed at by the authorities of the college, and 
that the intermediate period of time was to be 
counted as part of the 18 months. If that were the 
true construction it would be equally as proper to 
have certified that each applicant had attended 24 
months. The statute, we think, meant an actual 
attendance for a period of not less than 18 
months.” Holding thix opinion, Judge Davis said 
the court was compelled to declare that the di- 
plomas presented do not conform to the law. and 
that the applications based upon them must be de- 
nied, ‘The statutory time,” he said, ‘must be 
made up befor: the parties now present can be ad- 
tnitted by virtue of diplomas granted by the law 
school.” 

After commenting adversely upon the special 

acts under which the graduates of the law schools 
have from year to year been relieved of the neces- 
sitv of undergoing public examination, Judge 
Davis added: “It is not too much, as we think, to 
require that any young man who expects the court 
to certify to the public that he possesses the re- 
quisite qualifications to practice law—itis not too 
much to ask that he should be willing to satisfy the 
court, by an examination under its direction, that 
he really does possess those qualifications, and the 
idea of a young man entering the profession by 
the operation of a special statute without any suc 
knowledge on the part of the court of his posges- 
sion of such qualifications is, in our judgment, ai - 
horrent toa fust view of what is due to the public 
and the profession.” In conclusion, u.udge Davis 
epointed out that the young men who were grad- 
uates from colleges and had studied a year in law 
offices in addition to attending the law school for 
& year, could present themselves for examination 
and admission immediately. 

Owing tothe absenve of Prof. Dwight from the 
City. Prof. George Chase would not venture to say 
last evening what action wou'd be taken by the 
Faculty of the school in view of the decision. ‘* The 
students who are debarred from admission,” he 
said, ‘‘ may qualify themselves to be admitted both 
as attorneys and counselors by attending three 
months after the beginning of the next term, as 
the provisions of the special act providing for 18 
months of study continue in force until March, 1882. 
We claim that during the intervening Summer ya- 
cation the students are members of the school and 
can be summoned to attend at any time. The 
terms of all law schools in the comay are under- 
stood to be from seven and a half to eight months, 
and this fact is recognized by the rnies of the 
Court of Appeals regulating the admission of stu- 
dents from law schools outside of the State, be- 
cause it expressly declares that eight months’ at- 
tendance at such schools shall be deemed a year’s 
attendance. It is a notorious fact that our terms 
have been seven anda half months long, and we 
hold that this was thoroughly understood when 
20 previous classes were admitted under the law.” 


REFORMED EPISCOPALIANS. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL COUNCIL— 
THE DOCTRINE OF ENDLESS TORMENT. 
About 50 clergymen and twice that number 

of lay delegates belonging to the Reformed Episco- 

pal Church assembled yesterday morning in the 
pretty Gothic edifice at the corner of Madison- 
avenue and Fifty-fifth-street to attend the sessions 
of the General Council. whose business commenced 
in the afternoon, and will be continued probably 
until Tuesday next. In the morning the Bishop of 
Virginia delivered the introductory sermon, and the 


sacrament wasadministered. The Council reassem- 
bled t8P.M., when a larger representation both of 
the clergy and of the laity was present. Among 
the Bishops present were the Right Rev. William 
R. Nicholson, D. D., of Philadelphia: the Right 
Rev. Charles Edward Cheney, D, D., of Illinois; the 
Right Rev. Edward Cridge, B. A.; the Right Rev. 
Alfred 8. Richardson, D. D., of England. and the 
Right Rev. Edward Wilson, D. D. Among the 
clergymen who answered to their names were 
the Revs. William H. Barnes, Stephen Bosh, 
R. <A. Bilkey, R. H. Bourne, J. Eastburn 
Brown, William H. Cooper, D, D., William 

Esher, J. L. Estlin, Mason Gallagher, 
James M. Gray, J. 8. Harrison, George Howeil, B. 
B. Leacock, D. D., A. M. Morrison, William New- 
ton, D. D., J. B. North, G. Albert Ridles, F. H.

The business was confined to the offering of res- 
olutions, one or two series of which excited lively 
debate. ‘The Rev. Dr. J. Howard Smith introduced 
a set of resolutions Jamenting the progress of 
polygamy in the Territory of Utah, and pledging 
the Council of the Reformed Episcopal Church to 
sustain the President and authorities of the United 
States in all legi imate efforts to extirpate the evil. 
He asked that the resolutions he made the order of 
the day for Saturday, but it was decided to adopt 
them at once and not tospend time in discussing 
them. Tne Rev. Marshal! B. Smith offered as an 
amendment to the articles of faith a declaration in 
favor of the doctrine of endless torment for the 
wicked, who, the amendment read, having been 
judged are cast into hell, while the righteous live 
forever in the presence of God and the fullness of 
His glory. A‘long and rather -acrimonious discus- 
sion followed on Mr. Smith’s resolution to refer the 
new article of faith to the Committee on Doetrines, 
in the midst of which the presiding officer, Bishop 
Nicholson, was several times called upon to decide 
points of order. A motion to postpone indefinitely 
was made by Mr. Savage, of Rahway, N. J., who 
described the article as abrand of discord. The 
Rev. Dr, Cooper, of New-Brunswick, who appeared 
to regard the resolution as aimed at him, depre- 
cated its introduction, and predicted that it would 
surely split the organization into two factions. Mr. 
Smith insisted upon his resolution, however, and 
the motion to postpone was subsequently with- 
drawn by Mr. Savage. After some further debate 
the article was referred to the committee, the in- 
struction to report it, if practicable, at this meet- 
ing of the Cuuncil, not forming a part ofthe refer- 
ence. 

The Reformed Episcopa! Church embraces about 
90 congregations in the Uuited States and Canada, 
and was founded a few years ago by dissenters 
from certain doctrines of church polity held by 
Episcopalians, among them being the divine insti- 
tution and authority of the Bishopric. The coun- 
cil will reassemble at 10 o'clock this morning.

AILLED BY A FALLING EMBANKMENT.

A colored jaborer had backed 
his cart up to the excavation for a load 
of dirt, and when the men turned to flee 
they saw that the wagon closed the only 
avenue of escape against them. The next instant 
the roof of clay over their heads. eight or ten feet 
thick, fell upon them. Louls Gallo, an Italian, liv- 
ing in Newark, and John Bulger, an Irishman, liv- 
ing in Lanka & City, were crushed to death, and it 
was nearly half an hour before their bodies were 
taken out.

THE ZION CHURCH CONFERENCE. 


DEATH OF BISHOP .CLINTON—THEQ.IST OF 
ANNUAL APPOINTMENTS. 

During the morning session of the African 
Zion Methodist Episcopal Conference, yesterday. 
dispatch was received from Philadelphia inform- 
ing the brethren of the death at Atlantic City of 
the Right Rev. J. J, Clinton, senior Bishop of the 
Conterence. Bishop Clinton jomed the ministry in 
1841, and since that time has traveled through al- 


most | hag A State in the Union. During the war 
and after its close he was a missionary Bishop in 
the South, where he established several missions 
and Conferences. A committee was appointed to 
attend the funeral, and resolutions of regret were 
passed. The Pastors present were also asked to 
request the Trustees of their respective churches 
to drape the churches in mourning for 30 days. 
The Conference was taxed $651 for the Bishop's 
salary. and the special committee reported that gis 
had already been collected. The case of the Rev. 
J. Polard, who was suspended on charges of hav- 
ing made money by originating amusements for the 
public on Sundays, and having spent the money 
thus collected, came up. ‘the committee reported 
that the minister did not appear before them, but 
had left his charge, and now was Pastor of another 
church. A motion to drop his name from the Con- 
ference roll was lost, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to cite him to appear before them. A del- 
egation of sisters, officers of St. Thomas Guild, 
presented the Conference with $50 for the mission 
work. The brethren extended to them the 
right hand of fellowship, tand sang ‘ Beau- 
tiful Zion.”’ The following brethren were 
appointed delegates to the various Confer- 
ences: The Rev. A. Anderson, to the Genesee Con- 
ference; the Rev. J. A. Evans, to the yew megan 
Conference; the Rev. H. M. Wilson. to the Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore Conference; the Rev. Jacob 
Thomas, to the Allegany Conference; the Rev. W. 
H. Decker, to the New-Jersey Conference; the Rev. 
Cc. W. Robinson, to the Virginia Conference; the 
Rev. George BE. Jackson, to the North Carolina Con- 
ference, and the Rey. J. J. Kelly, to the Tennessee 
Conference. Brother Jacob Thomas was reap- 
pointed Bishop's Steward for the ensuing year. A 
member asked Bishop Moore which was the proper 
body to whom members of the Conference might 
express their views as to the appointment 
of new Bishcps. Bishop Moore replied that 
the Bench of Bishops was the proper body. and 
the member said that there were certain objec- 
tions to the Bishop whom it was proposed to ap- 
to the Conference in the place of Bishop 

oore, whose term expires next September. The 
Bishop referred to was said to be the Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Hillory, and the main objections are that 
he is too young and inexperienced, although a 
man of excellent education. 

In the evening the members of the Conference 
and the congregation of Zion’s Church had a love 
feast, after which Bishop Moore announced the ap- 
pointments of ministers for the year. The Confer- 
ence then adjourned to meet in Poughkeepsie in 
May, 1882.

HISTORIC FLAGS TO BK BORNE IN PROCKS- 


SION-—-THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC MEETING. 


Reno Post, No. 44,G. A. R., will carry on 
Decoration Day the flags borne by the New-York 
volunteers in the Mexican war, and also the flags 
used at the inauguration of President Washington 
in ¢his City. These flags have been locked up in 
the Governor's Room atthe Cty Hall for some 
years, their existence being known to few persons, 
and they have ne er been carried at any parade 
sincethey were turned over tothe City. Another 


flag, a pine-iree flag, presented by the ladies of Bos- 
ton tothe First Regiment Massachusetts Volun- 
teers, in the days of the Revolution, willbe borne 
at the head of the column, the first time that it has 
been carried in a parade since the revolutionary 
days. A flag presented bv Lafayette on the part of 
France.to the people of America at the election of 
Louis Philippe as citizen King of France, and 15 
battle-flags of this country used in the last 
war, will be carried by Post Lafayette, 
No. 140. Commander Edward Henry Kent. 
Many people along the line of march on Fifth-ave- 
nue have signified their intention to decorate their 
houses with bunting, and the churches will ring 
their bells during the progress of the procession. 
The guests of the Grand Army of the Republic 
will assemble at the Windsor Hotel at 8:15 

M.. and will take carriagesy from thence 
to their places in the parading column. Prepa- 
rations for an imposing ceremony in the 
Church of the Holy Spirit, Fifty-seventh-street and 
Park-avenue, at 8 P. M., are being made. Officers of 
the Army and Navy and the Grand Army of the 
Republic will attend in uniform, and battle flags 
will be displayed around the altar. The cesemo- 
nies atthe Academy of Music, at which Postmaster- 
General James will preside, promise to be very 
interesting.

THE CONNECTICUT WESIERN REORGANIZA- 


TION—SOUTHERN PACIFIC EXTENSION. 

HARTFORD, Conn., May 25,.--The first mort 
gage bondholders of the Conneoticut Westerr 
Railroad Company met here to-day for reorgant 
zation under the recent act of the Legislature 
There was a representation of over 100, including a 
majority of the largest holdersof bonds. In reply 
to an inquiry as to the status of those bondholder: 
who did not chooss to com: into the reorganiza- 


tion, it was stated that the State Treasurer now 
held the title, and the Legis’ature had full consti- 
tutional power to determine how the com- 
pany should be reorganized for the benefit 
of a majority of the bondholders, Those 
who ai not choose to come. in 
would be left out in the cold, and their legal 
rights would be aques:ion for the courts to deter- 
mine. However, with an act of the Legislature in 
force such as this. no court in Connecticut had 
ever ordered the sale of a road at the instance of a 
minority of the bondholders. A resolution accept 
ing the act of the Legislature, and reorganizing 
under the title of the Hariford and Connecticui 
Western Railroad Company, was adopted by s 
large vote—18,635 yeas—representing $1,863,500 o! 
bonds, and 90 nays, only $9,000. A meeting for the 
organization of the new company will soon bé 
held, prior to which books will be opened for sub 
scriptions to stock in exchange for bonds.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS | 


NOT POISONED, BUT HYSTERICAL. 
POOTORE AND LAY WITNESSES DIFFER WITH 
ANNIE MORGAN. 

The proceedings in the suit of Mrs. Annie 
Morgan against Dr. Lewis H. Sayre were continued 
yesterday before Judge Lawrence and the jury in 
the Supreme Court, Circuit. Dr. Samuel R. Percy 
was the first witness called. He said that the drug 
known as nux vomica, given according to the pre- 
scription of Dr. Sayre, could not have produced the 
symptoms described by Mrs. Morgan. There is 
nothing which presents so marked symptoms as 
strychnine poisoning. There is no disease which 
tan be discovered so easily. The prescription given 
by Dr. Sayre has frequently been used in the same 
way, and was the proper one to be given under the 
circumstances. The witness, after having had read 
to him the symptoms which Mrs. Morgan said that 
she exhibited after taking the pills prescribed 
by Dr. Sayre, said that they were not 
those of a person who had been poisoned by 
strychnine. The person whose condition was 
described was evidently afflicted with the disease 
known to physicians as “hysteria.” The witness 
said that he himself had taken a quarter of a 
grain of pure str) chnine as a matter of experiment, 
and no bad effects had followed from the dose. 

Judge Lawrence at this point showed the pre- 
Ecription written by Dr. Sayre to the witness, and 
said, ‘Tell us how much strychnine these pills 
would contain.” 


Dr. Percy—Each pill would contain fone-thirtieth 
of a grain of sulphate of strychnine. Ido not be- 


lieve that any bad effect could come from such a 
dose. I have taken a quarter ofa grain of strych- 
nine myself without experiencing any unpleasant 
symptoms. 

Dr. Henry D. Nichol was the next witness. He 
said he attended the plaintiff on the night-of Jan. 
21, 1878. Upon entering her room, Mrs. Morgan 
called to him, "0, Doctor, I am poisoned! Save 
me if you can.” After examipving her pulse he 
toid her that she was not poisoned. she said that 
she had taken two pills ona prescription given by 
Dr. Sayre. Six pills had been taken from the box, 
but how many Mrs. Morgan swallowed the 
Witness could not say. He gave her an 
emetic. She did not manifest any symptoms 
of strychnine poisoning. She acted like a woman 
suffering from hysteria. Mr. Louis Caussé testitied 
that he knew Mrs. Morgan in 1877, and that her 
physical condition at that time was verv weak. 
She was excitable and bysterical. Fernand Caussé 
testified that in 1877 he was living at Mr. Pomeroy’s 
bouse. The physical condition of Mrs. Morgan at 
that time was bad; she was always complaining of 
feeling bad. She often sent him for whisky, and 


he often saw her under the influence of liquor. She 
was nervous and violent in her manner. Alexan- 
der Christudori, an employe of the Holman Liver 
Pad Company, testified that Mrs. Morgan was dis- 
eharged trom the employment of the company be- 
Dtause she was physically incapable of attending 
to her duties. Willard Hall, a detective, testified 
that he had seen Mrs. Morgan take a glass of 
whisky in her hand. He could not say that he had 
seen her drink it. On cross-examination the wit- 
ness said that he followed up Mrs. Morgan during 
the months of March and April. He had watched 
her from morning till night during thistime. He 
Was assigned to watch Mrs. Morgan and see if she 
took adrink. He found that she did drink, and 
With the discovery of this fact his business ended. 
John Fitzgerald, formerly the steward of the 
Travelers’ Club, testified that the reputation of 
Mrs. Morgan was bad while she wasacting as house- 
keeper of the Travelers’ Club. A number of let- 
ters written by the plaintiff were put in evidence 
by Mr. Van Wyck, and when they had been read 
the court took an adjournment until this morning.

A LAWYER IN CONTEMPT. 


HOW MAX STEINERT EVADES THE AUTHORITY 


OF THE COURT. 
A lawyer named Max Steinert, whose prac- 
tice was mainly in the Fifty-seventh-Street Police 


Court, was taken into the Supreme Court about a 


year ago, upon proceedings to compel him to pay a 
client $600 which he had collected upon a prom- 
issory note. He asserted that he had paid over the 
money, and he presented what purported to be a 
receipt for it. Ex-Judge Joseph 8. Bosworth, 


who took testimony in the case, reported 
that Steinert never paid over the money, 


and that the _ receipt be presented was 
a forgery. On May 28, 1881, Judge Lawrence 
issued an attachment against Steinert, in order 
that he might be produced in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, on June 1, when the motion to confirm 


Referee Bosworth’s report wasto be made. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Chambers arrested Steinert, and_ took 
him to the Sheriff's office, where a bond for $1,000 
was taken, upon which Morris Steinert, the prison- 
er’s brother, was asurety. As Morris Steinert was 
& lawyer, the attorney on the other side, Mr. Wil- 
liam C. Clifford, objected to him asa surety, and 
Judge Lawrence declared the bond worthless. In 
the meantime, Max Steinert fled from New-York. 
The Referee’s report against him was confirmed, 
and Judge Lawrence, after fining him $1,100, 
granted a new attachment against him. 

Soon after these events some persons interested 
in Steinert’s welfare went to the County Clerk's 
Dffice. and, being allowed to look at the papers in 
his case, stole from among them the receipt al- 
leged to be forged. This paper was the only 
pne upon which a criminal proceeding against 
Bteinert could be passed. The Sheriff had 
failed for a year to_ arrest Steinert 
ypon tho second attachment, although that person 


ig said to appear boldly upon the streets and to | 


practice in the up-town courts. Mr. Clifford at- 
tempted to have Sheriff Bowe punished for the es- 
sape of Steinert, but failed because the Sheriff 
showed that when the worthless bond was taken in 
tis office he was out of the Citv. The next attempt 
made by Mr. Clifford was directed against Under 
sheriff Joel O. Stevens and Order of Arrest Clerk 
4. V. Davidson. He sought to have those persons 
punished for contempt in failing to obey 
the order of the court. In resisting this attempt 
Stevens and Davidson presented a number of affi- 
davits, in which it wus averred that they had made 
every possible effort to arrest Steinert, and that 
there was an unlawful combination among his 
friends to protect him. Deputy Sheriff Chambers 
swore that his life and the lives of other Deputies 
had been threatened by Steinert’s friends, and that 
he and an assistant were compelled to fizht their 
Way out of a Third-avenue saloon, having been at- 
tackea there. These statements were corroborated 
by other affiants. Upon these proofs that Stevens 
and Davidson have sought to arrest Steinert, Judge 
Donohue has denied the motion to punish them. 
It is now likely that Mr. Clifford will seek to have 
County Clerk Butler punished for not taking such 
precautions that papers intrusted to his care could 


pot be stolen. 
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THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The Fire Commissioners at their meeting 
gesierday received proposals for rebuilding en- 
gine-houses No.1in Twenty-ninth-street, and No. 
$1 in Leonard-street. The opening of bids for build- 
ing anew fire-boat was postponed until Wednes- 
Gay, June& The new boat is to cost $60,000. It 
will be 138 feet long, 26 feet breadth of beam, and 
8 feet depth of hold. Its frame will be of wrought- 


tron, and it will be navigated by a propeller. The 
two bouiers are to be of the return tubular pattern, 
zach boiler 15 feet long by 9 feet 5 inches in width, 
and 10 feet Ginches high. The boat will carry two 
galvanized metallic life-boats. and its force pons 
willbe capable of feeding eight lines of hose. On 
the 17th inst. Commissioner Van Cott addressed 
a letter to Postmaster-General James informing 
him that the United States mail wagons, 
Which have tho right of way over all other 
vebicles, were in the habit of crossing lines of hose 
in the vicinity of fires, when, by making a slight 
detour and avoiding the hose, they would in reaii- 
ty be saving time. By their action, they caused 
considerable damage to tne property of the Fire 
Department, and by impeding the work of the fire- 
men caused dumage tothe property of citizens. 
The communication was referred to Postmaster 
Pearson, whv replied to the letter yesterday. He 
statea that he had directed the contractor to 
order his employes to make, in ail cases. a detour 
around all fires, unless their destination was in the 
vicinity of a fire. He also requested Commissioner 
Van Cott to notify him of a recurrence of a similar 
pnnoyance to the Fire Department. 
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COLUMBIA COLLEGE OARSMEN. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the Columbia 
College Boat Club, yesterday, an amendment to 
the constitution was adopted whereby life mem- 
bership will be hereafter established upon the pay- 
ment of $100, The committee recently appointed 
to conter with the clubs of Princeton College and

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
sates for to-day, in this region, easterly to 
southerly winds, slightly warmer partly cloudy 
weather, and light rains, with slowly falling 
barometer. 


Mr. CoNKLING seems to have miscalculated 
the effect of his presence at Albany as grossly 
as he miscalculated the effect of his resigna- 
tion on the party at large. Thecall for a cau- 
cus has received but 43 signatures out of the 
106 Republican members of both houses, 
and 40 signatures have been appended to the 
pledge against voting for ConKLING and 
PuaTt, or going into caucus at all.

81 votes in joint convention of the two 
houses are, therefore, decidedly slim unless 
the Democrats can be brought to see that 
the surest way to divide the Republican 
Party is to assist in returning the ex-Sena- 
tors. Now that Republicans have got their 
Kelly, it would perhaps be too much to ex- 
pect that their opponents should not make 
the most of him. 


The Republican Senate caucus commit- 
tee, in declining to unite with the caucus 
committee of the Assembly in a call fora 
joint caucus, declare that ‘‘the Republican 
Party in the State cannot‘ submit the 
relations of the party in the Nation 
to the decision of the majority of 
a legislative caucus,’? and that ‘‘each 
man should cast his vote according to his 
tonscience and the wishes of his constitu- 
ents.’? The reasons for refusing to join in 
s caucus are obviously much stronger than 
sould well be stated in such a manifesto. 
For, the choice of a party caucus at the pres- 
nt juncture is marked out in advance as 
setween mén who have declared their stead- 
fast hostility to the President who is the 
party’s choice and the election of succes- 
sors who would at least be loyal to the gen- 
ral unity of purpose without which there 
ss no apology for the further ex- 
stence of the party. No independent 
Republican will object to a declara- 
jon by a caucus committee which 
s virtually a protest against all caucus dic- 
‘ation, and no Republican, however attached 
io party discipline, ought to object to a reso- 
ution by which its adherents refuse to be 
iriven, under the pressure of party loyalty,

He is reported to be 
very confident of complete suécess in the 
ipproaching canvass for State officers 
and a Legislature, and that - his

Congress for the improvement of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal and its extension from 
Hennepin to Rock Island. This is, no 
doubt, an important link in the water 
communication of the country, and 
especially important to Chicago and 
the State of Illinois. But New- 
York has a canal of its own, which is 
an important link. in the same system of 
water lines from the North-west to the At- 
lantic sea-board, and it is also greatly in need 
of improvement. The State built the canal 
at its own expense, and derives the cream of 
the direct commercial benefit from it. The 
State will probably have to enlarge and im- 
prove the canal at its own expense, in order 
to maintain and increase that benefit. The 
question is whether the same rule ought not 
to apply in New-York and in Illinois. 


Political events in Pennsylvania are said 
to have convinced the leaders of the Repub- 
lican Party in that State that it is unwise to 
‘set up things’’ too long in advance. Con- 
sequently, the affairs of the party are in a 
somewhat confused condition. When it is 
added that the only State office to be 
filled this year is that of Treasurer, it 
will be seen that there is really no 
reason why Pennsylvania should be thrown 
into a turmoil immediately by a ‘politi- 
cal canvass which would ;be not only 
premature but uncalled for by any signifi- 
canoe of the issues at stake. The so-called 
Independent element in the Pennsylvania 
Republican Party, it is well known, has been 
materially strengthened {by recent occur- 
rences, and it looks as if the days of bossism 
were numbered. 


The Senatorial hubbub at Albany favors 
slovenly Legislative work, and is likely 
to be turned to account by jobbers 
who have an interest in the passage 
of questionable bills. The Forty-second- 
Street Railroad bill, introduced under 
cover of a general act and amended so as to 
make it appear as innocent as possible, seems 
likely to profit from the general inatten- 
tion to the details of legislation. A ma- 
jority of the Railroad Committee have voted 
in favor of making a favorable report on it, 
and the very active and _ influential 
lobby by which it is supported seem 
confident of their ability to rush it 
through. It ought to strike the most 
trustful of legislators as remarkable 
that a general law should be needed for a 
purpose so obviously local, and when such 
names as D. F. Conover, James W. Hvs- 
TED, and A. J. DiTTENHOEFER are found 
among the incorporators of the road, it 
may be shrewdly suspected that a scheme 
which needs such a combination of 
influence is one more likely to be profitable 
to its promoters than advantageous to the 
public. “Even in the midst of a Senatorial 
fight itis not safe to count upon absolute 
indifference to the progress of such legisla- 
tion as this. 


THE PRINCIPLES INVOLVED. 


It is the obvious purpose of Mr. Conx- 
LIne and his so-called advisers to obscure 
as far as possible the principles involved in 
the contest on which he has entered. The 
merits of Mr. ConKkiine as a Senator 
might be the chief thing to be con- 
sidered were he a candidate for re- 
election at the close of his term. Even 
then it would not be difficult to show that 
his merits were far from overwhelming, and 
that the State could very well afford to dis- 
pense with his services. But the present is 
not an ordinary occasion. . Mr. ConKLIne 
asks to be sent back to a seat in the 
Senate which he has deserted, and to 
be sent not as a_ representative 
of the Republican ‘ cause against its 
opponents, but as the representative of 
himself against the constitutional right of the 
President to exercise his discretion in nomi- 
nations, and against the constitutional right 
of the Senate to confirm nominations. Asa 
matter of principle there is absolutely noth- 
ing but this in Mr. Conkiine’s claim, and 
for such aclaim the Republican Legislature 
can have no respect whatever. 

It is very shrewd in Mr. ConxKLING’s 
friends to say, and for himself to say, that 
this is a contest for the dignity of the State of 
New-York. State feeling is by no means so 
nearly extinct as may be generally supposed. 
It appears now and again in all our political 
contests, and particularly in those within 
parties. But there is no excuse for it 
here. The President has not offended 
the State of New-York, though he 
has offended Mr. Conxiine and grieved Mr. 
Puarr. There was no insult or injury to 
the State in the nomination of Judge Ros- 
ERTSON. It was a mistake, undoubtedly, 
from any reasonable point of view, anda 
very grave violation of sound principles of 
administration, but it did not touch the dig- 
nity or the interests of the State. The doc- 
trine that the New-York Legislature should 
resent it because Senator ConKLING was 
angered by it is the doctrine that Mr. 
ConkKLIn@ is the State of New-York, which 
to every one but the ex-Senator is an obvi- 
ous exaggeration. The rule—it cannot be 
called a principle—that the Senators of a 
State should decide such matters has never 
been accepted by the Republican Party, and 
cannot be. It is a mere invention for the 
mutual aggrandizement of the members of the 
Senate. It has never been even proposed out: 
side that venerable ‘and very greedy assem- 
blage, until Messrs. Conkiine and PLATT 
introduced it formally to public attention in 
their recent manifesto, and even they did 
not dare to state it in all its naked absurd- 
ity. They contented themselves with the 
Claim that they ought to have been ‘‘ con- 
sulted.”’ But, obviously, no amount of con- 


Sultation would have appeased them, They 
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were amply consulted in the caucus of Re- 
publican Senators, and when their advice was 
not taken, they resigned ina huff. What they 
wanted was supreme control. What they 
now want is for the representatives of the 
Republican Party in the State to indorse 
that claim by sending them back. The Re- 
publicans in the Legislature ought not to do 
it. They cannot afford to do it. So far 
from vindicating the honor and dignity of 
the State by doing so, they would com- 
promise the State by committing it to a 
gross Senatorial pretension without the faint- 
est authority in right or in justice. 

No less shrewd is it in Mr. ConKLING 
and his friends to say that this is not a con- 
test with the President, but with Mr. 
BLAInE—to represent Mr. GARFIELD as act- 
ing under the dictation of his Secretary of 
State, who is at once disposed to ‘‘ feed fat 
his ancient grudge’”’ against Mr. ConKLING, 
and, by dividing the Republicans of New- 
York, to build up a machine here that will 
aid him in his personal ambitions. We do 
not pretend to know the personal aspira- 
tions or animosities of Mr. Buarneg, 
or to measure his influence over the 
President, or to forecast all the possibili- 
ties of intrigue for the nomination in 1884 
which may be involved in the recent ap- 
pointments. Mr. Buarne and Mr. Gar- 
FIELD both say that the New-York appoint- 
ments were made by the latter without con- 
sulting the former, and with no reference to 
his wishes or plans. They ought to be as 
good authority as Mr. CoNKLING on that 
point. Whether they be or not is 
not pertinent to the actual issue. 
If there should be an attempt to use the 
‘* patronage’’ in the civil service for the pro- 
motion of plans which the Republicans of 
New-York do not approve, it will be quite 
possible to deal with it on its merits. It will 
not be hindered by sending Mr. ConKLING 
back to the Senate. That gentleman is not 
a proper representative of the opposition to 
the prostitution of the civil service. On the 
contrary, he is its most conspicuous cham- 
pion. In this instance it is not the 
abuse he opposes, but the fact that 
he is not to enjoy the fruits of 
the abuse. Republicans who _ disap- 
prove of the perversion of the civil service 
to promote the ambition of politicians will 
not help their cause by sustaining ex-Senator 
ConxkLineo’s claim that he should have com- 
plete control of that outrageous business. 
It is rather late in the day for Mr. Conx- 
LING to come forward as the apostle of the 
idea that the public employment is not a 
legitimate instrument for political ambi- 
tion. He owes most of what he is to 
the use of that instrument. He is only angry 
now because, having had it wrested from 
his grasp by Mr. Hayzs, he could not get it 
restored by Mr. GarFreLp. He asks the 
Legislature to say by their votes that he 
ought to have it. If the Legislature says 
that, it will say what a great majority of the 
Republicans of the State do not believe. 


Equally impudent, but hardly so adroit, is 
the plea of Mr. Conxtine in favor of the 
caucus. Doubtless it would suit his purpose 
to have the obligation to enter a caucus and 
to abide by its decision recognized by the 
Republicans in the Legislature, because he 
probably can control the caucus. If he 
could not, his respect for it would be much 
less. It would be no more than his 
respect for the caucus at Washington 
which he could not control. When 
the latter refused his dictation, he 
resigned his seat. Yet he was in 
all reason far more bound by its decision 
than would be the members of the Legisla- 
ture by a caycus which Mr. ConKLING was 
known beforehand to have under his thumb. 

The caucus at Washington was a genuine 
consultation. In it every possible means 
was exhausted to reach a conclusion that 
would be best for the Republican Party 
throughout the Union. But the almost 
unanimous opinion of his fellow-Repub- 
licans in that body had not a feather’s 
weight with Mr. Conkiine. And now he 
pretends to appeal from that caucus to one 
which he is calling together to register his 
personal will, one whose action is to be 
known in advance, one which can in no 
sense be a consultation at all, but a mere 
contrivance to cover with the disguise of 
‘regularity’ the wholly irregular, faction- 
al, disorganizing purposes of one ambitious 
politician. It is not conceivable that such an 
appeal can be successful. Beneath all the com- 
plications, personal and political, with which 
affairs at Albany have been surrounded 
there stands the simple principle that Mr. 
ConKLING represents—his absolute dicta- 
tion to the President and to the Republican 
Party in the Senate. To say that the Re- 
publican Party in this State approve any 
such principle as that is ridiculous, and the 
Legislature in countenancing it would only 
betray their party.

ARKANSAS REPUDIATION. 


The Democratic Party in Arkansas is in a 
fair way to be permanently divided on the 


same issue which has split the Virginia 


Democracy. The fight between the two fac- 
tions has been carried from one portion of 
the political field to another until it has at 
last reached the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, and a lively contest is now going on 
over what is stigmatized as an attempt to 
pack the coming State Convention in the 
interest of the non-amendment wing. The 
faction in favor of repudiating a por- 
tion of the State debt is known as the 
‘‘amendment”’ party, as repudiation is to be 
accomplished by the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution designed to that 
end. This amendment was submitted to 
the people at the Autumn election in 1880. 
The friends of repudiation were confident 
of carrying the day, and the result 
showed that their belief was reasona- 
ble. There were more votes cast for 
the amendment than against it. But 
it was decided, subsequently, that a majori- 
ty of ali the votes cast at that election were 
needed to make the amendment operative. 
As many of the voters who cast ballots for 
candidates in the field did not cast any for or 
against the constitutional amendment, it was 
easy to show that a majority of all the votes 
cast at that election were not in favor of the 
amendment. 

The repudiationists were very indignant, 
and, with genuine Democratic readiness to 
cry ‘‘fraud,’’ protested that they had been 
counted out by the canvassing officers. The 
fight for repudiation has now been renewed 
with great vigor, and the ‘amendment’ 


faction amert that, with a fair count and a 
free ballot, they will be able to carry the 
State. The Democratic Party of Arkansas 
is undoubtedly in favor of repudiation, as 
would be shown by a canvass in which this 
should be the only issue. The main reliance 
of the advocates of an honest payment of 
the State debt is in the Republican Party, 
the members of which are counted as solid 
against the amendment, But the Republi- 
cans are ina small minority, and the repu- 
diating Democrats are able and willing to 
carry the day, if other and distracting issues 
are not forced into the canvass. On the 
present basis of political representation, it 
is said, the repudiationists would be in a 
minority in any State convention of the 
Democratic Party. Naturally, this is said 
to be an unfair distribution, as there 
were more Democrats who voted for repu- 
diation last year than against it. But the 
Executive Committee of the State Commit- 
tee have decided that they have no power to 
reorganize the party, and that the whole 
question of representation in the next con- 
vention must be postponed for the present. 
This is likely to result in a bolt, as the lead- 
ers of the repudiation movement declare 
that they will not be bound by the action of 
a convention of their party, which, as they 
say, is to be Bi cary by anti-repudia- 
tionists. 


This is a curious state of things, and the 
complication is deepened by the claim of 
the repudiationists that the constitutional 
amendment was really ratified by the people 
last year. As the Legislature failed to de- 
clare the amendment to be a part of the 
Constitution, this assertion only serves to 
distract the people, without any other re- 
sult. That portion of the dekt which it is 
sought to repudiate was incurred for the 
building of railroads, duly authorized bonds 
having been issued therefor. This indebted- 
ness is styled ‘‘fraudulent’’ by the advocates 
of repudiation. No interest has been paid 
on these bonds of late years, and the 
present movement is merely for the purpose 
of extinguishing forever all evidences of 
that portion of the State indebtedness, 
When we consider the easy indifference with 
which the railroad debt has been regarded 
by the authorities and the people of Arkan- 
sas, the passionatedetermination to get rid of 
the dishonored bonds seems almost inexpli- 
cable. Itis likely, however, that other motives 
than those relating directly to an issue so im- 
material as the extinction of a number 
of dishonored bonds have actuated those 
who are dividing the Arkansas Democracy 
into hostile camps. When the present Con- 
stitution of the State was adopted, its provi- 
sions limited taxation to one-half of a cent 
to pay outstanding indebtedness. As the 
railroad bonds have been issued since this 
provision was put in force, it is claimed that 
the restriction must be removed before any 
part of the new outstanding indebtedness 
can be paid. In any case, Arkansas does 
not pay the interest on this debt, and, unless 
there is a great change in the management of 
the State finances, it never will pay princi- 
pal or interest. The Republicans, who be- 
lieve in paying the State debts, can only vote 
against a formal repudiation of the bonds. 
Meanwhile, the Democracy is rent into two 
factions, the repudiationists being appar- 
ently numerically the stronger one. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S PETROLEUM TAX 


The attempt of the Legislature of the 
State of Pennsylvania to levy a tax upon 
the production of crude petroleum will be 


watched with great interest. It will be no 
ordinary process of legislation, but a fight 
between the representatives of the people 
and the powerful oil monopolies, and of 
which the issue is entirely uncertain. If 
the State wins, as it is to be hoped it 
will do, it will have scored its first sub- 
stantial victory over the oil kings. The 
many and peculiar influences they con- 
trol give them an important advantage 
in any struggle with the law-making 
power, and, unfortunately, the virtue of the 
average Harrisburg legislator is not of that 
austere type which causes the agents of 
illegitimate outside pressure to fear and 
avoid him. The oil monopolists have for 
ten years been’ too mighty for the Pennsy]- 
vania Legislature, and even the courts and 
high executive officers of the State have bent 
to their will. If the people are dissatisfied 
with this condition of affairs, the recently 
awakened spirit of revolt against the inso- 
lence and extortions of monopolies, and the 
numerous attacks which have been begun 
upon them in other States, make the pres- 
ent a favorable time for changing it. 

Pennsylvania needs not only to increase 
her revenues, but to shift somewhat the bur- 
dens imposed by her searching system of 
taxation. By bringing the great untaxed 
oil industries within the pale of contributors 
to the expense of State administration she 
can afford some rebates in favor of classes 
of her people whose ability to pay taxes 
is by no means equal to that of the well 
owners and workers. _ The oil districts yield 
about 80,000 barrels of oil per day, while 
only 45,000 barrels can be disposed of. The 
surplus accumulates in the storage tanks of 
the Standard Oil Company. On the Ist of 
May the surplus in store amounted to 22,- 
000,000 barrels. An industry with which 
nature deals in this unstinted and generous 
fashion ought not to be exempt from assess- 
ment in a State which demands of the poor 
man every yeara stated portion of the income 
from his garden patch. It is proposed to 
lay a tax of 5 cents per barrel upon the 
entire yield of crude petroleum, which 
would give the State $1,500,000 annually, a 
sum equal to nearly one-fourth of its pres- 
ent total expenditure. A tax of 5 cents 
would be equal to a little more than 6 per 
cent. upon the present price of petroleum 
—80 cents per barrel. But the producers 
manage to make a 20 per cent. profit on 
their investments, even at that figure, which 
is exceptionally low, so that there would be 
no hardship ‘in that rate. 

A tax on crude oil production, however, 
will not reach the Standard Oil Company. 
That giant monopoly controls nearly the 
entire product of the oil regions, as well 
as most of the refineries of the country, and 
regulates the price of petroleum in most of 
the world’s markets, but itself produces only 
an insignificant fraction of the yield. All 
the important lines of oil transportation by 
pipe and rail are in its grasp, and it 
is able to dictate terms to the  pro- 
ducers. It can make the price of oil what 
it pleases in any city in the country 


except New-York, lt has a year’s supply 
in store in its tanks, and by means of cor- 
rupt bargains with railroads which have 
been often inquired into but never yet fully 
exposed, it is able to deliver oil at any point 
in the West or South for what it costs at the 
wells, or with only a trivial freight charge 
added. No other company can secure such 
favorable rates, so it has no rivals. The 
profits divided among its stockholders every 
year exceed its capital in amount. It scarcely 
need be said that the existence of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is a source of danger to 
the Commonwealth. The Legislature of 
Pennsylvania ought to be able to find means 
to reach the property of this company, as well 
as that of the oil-producers, and the 22,000, - 
000 barrels of oil which it has in store cer- 
tainly seem to be a sufficiently tangible form 
of property. 

The imposition of a tax upon the petro- 
leum product of the State of Pennsylvania 
would be a very proper assertion of the 
State’s right to share in the profits of 
working what is in no true sense an 
exclusive private possession, but should 
be reckoned among the- resources of 
the Commonwealth. The outlay for plant 
and operation in the oil business is much 
smaller in proportion to the return than in 
most other industries, The source of profit 
is the bounty of nature. The doctrine of 
absolute and exclusive private ownership in 
this form of property may be questioned 
with much more reason and fairness than in 
respect to railroads, which, it has been lately 
held, have hardly more than a leasehold 
of their tracks and road-beds.. The benefits 
resulting from the use of the vast stores of 
oil which underlie the surface of the earth 
in Pennsylvania should in some measure be 
diffused among the inhabitants of the State, 
just as the use of watercourses is a public 
and not a private right. The difference isin 
degree and not in kind; and the degree to 
which the State is justly entitled to share 
in the benefits of oil production would 
by no means be overstepped by the 
levying of a tax of 5 cents a 
barrel on petroleum. Moreover, this 
industry is at present wastefully managed. 
There is an enormous annual over-pro- 
duction, and millions of gallons of oil are 
lost every year from lack of storage and 
transportation facilities. . New wells are 
opened, though the world cannot use much 
more than half what the old ones yield, and 
when the tanks are full the unchecked flow 
runs away upon the-ground. The store of 
petroleum is probably not inexhaustible, and 
to stop this reckless waste by taxing every 
barrel drawn from the earth, whether sold, 
stored, or lost, would be a wise act. 


THE MARGINAL NOTES. 


There can be little doubt that the revised 
New Testament willin time supersede the 
King James version. However strong may 
be our attachment to the latter, all intelli- 
gent men will agree that the best version of 
the New Testament is that which most faith- 
fully gives the meaning of the original. The 
revisers may have made mistakes both of 
omission and of commission, but that they 
have given us a New Testament that is su- 
perior in accuracy of translation to the King 
James version, and thatis also founded on 
a text purer than the text followed by their 
predecessors, cannot be honestly denied. 
There are men who will find fault with the 
omission of certain passages that earlier 
translators retained, and will protest that 
those passages, hallowed as they are by cen- 
turies of pious associations, shall not be ex- 
cluded from the Testament on the mere au- 
thority of a company of irresponsible revis- 
ers. The maturer judgment of the vast 
majority of men will, however, decide that 
it is of more importance that we should have 
the Gospel of St. John as St. JoHN wrote 
it than it is that spurious passages should 
be retained for mere sentimental reasons. 
In scholarship and in facilities for ascertain- 
ing what is the true text of the New Testa- 
ment the revisers are confessedly in ad- 
vance of’ the translators of King Jamzs’s 
day, and the superiority of their work must 
insure its success. 


While the changes that have been made 
either in the text or in the translation by 
the revisers are said in no case to affect any 
doctrines hitherto drawn from the New 
Testament, it is not impossible that the re- 
vision may seriously affect the current of 
Christian thought. We may regret that the 
revisers have been compelled to omit the 
story of the woman taken in adultery—a 
story which is not found in either of the 
three earliest manuscripts—but no doctrine 
held by any Church or any Christian sect is 
in any way affected by its disappearance 
from the sacred volume. In like manner 
it is asserted that the substitution of the un- 
translated Greek word ‘‘ hades’’ for ‘‘hell,’’ 
in certain passages, does not affect doctrines 
of the existence of hell, for we still find the 
word ‘‘hell’’ in nearly all of the texts which 
are relied upon by those who hold the doc- 
trine of endless future punishment. But will 
not the formal recognition by the revisers of 
‘*hades,’’ a locality hitherto unknown to the 
Protestant reader, strengthen the theory of 
a future intermediate state? If ‘‘hades’’ is 
not hell—as the revisers have decided that it 
is not—neither can we assume that it is 
heaven. What, then, is that ‘‘hades’’—the 
place of departed spirits—which is neither 
heaven nor hell? Manifestly it must be 
that intermediate state recognized by the 
Church of Rome and called purgatory. It 
does not follow that the Roman doctrine of 
purgatory, with its apparatus of purifying 
flames and its temporary tortures, is true, 
but it is quite possible that the theory that 
there is a place where the souls of the dead 
are imprisoned until the judgment day will 
be materially strengthened by the introduc- 
tion of the word ‘‘hades’”’ into the revised 
Testament. 

Many grave results may follow the sys- 
tem adopted by the revisers of printing mar- 
ginal notes in reference to the text of the New 
Testament. The most carelessreader of the 
revised edition must have been astonished at 
the frequency with which these notes make 
mention of differences in the text of early 
manuscripts. The reader is thus told that 
‘** many ancient authorities omit’’ such and 
such verses, or that ‘‘ many ancient authori- 
ties add” verses which the revisers have ex- 
cluded from their text; or that ‘‘many 
ancient authorities’’ give readings differing 
from those adopted by the revisers: Hither- 
to the average Christian reader has never 
doubted that the received text was nearly as 


‘sella as the text of MacauLay’s “ History 
of England.” He has perhaps admitted 
that errors of translation might exist— 
though the advocates of the doctrine of 
plenary inspiration are logically compelled 
to admit the finspiration and infallibility of 
every translator, type-setter, aud proof- 
reader—but he had a firm faith in the purity 
of the received text. The revisers, with their 
marginal notes, have rudely shocked this 
confidence. They show us that the earlier 
manuscripts of the New Testament disagree 
in very many cases, and that the text upon 
which both the present revision and the King 
James translation are ‘founded has been 
formed by careful selection. It is a remark- 
able fact that none of these differences, fre- 
quent as they are, affect points of doctrine, 
but that they exist is now for the first time 
clearly brought to the knowledge of the 
general public. 

What the revisers have done—or rather 
what they have revealed of the method by 
which the received text of the New Testa- 
ment has been formed—does not differ in 
principle from the course pursued by the 
early Church in establishing the canon of 
Scripture. Among the various books profess- 
ing to be inspired, or held to be such by 
various bodies of Christians or heretics, the 
Church selected those which are now bound 
together in our English Bible. No orthodox 
believer doubts that the Church made the 
right selection, and we can feel a sufficient 
degree of confidence that the revisers have 
made the best possible selection among the 
different readings of passages in the early 
manuscripts. Will not, however, the result 
be to weaken that theory of inspiration 
which holds not merely that the Scriptures 
contain a direct revelation from Gop of all 
the truths essential to salvation and edifica- 
tion, but that every word of Scripture is in- 
spired and infallible? In proportion as this 
doctrine, which was brought into promi- 
nence by the Reformers as a substitute for 
the discarded doctrines of the infallibility of 
the Church of Rome, loses ground, will 
there not be an _ increased  tenden- 
cy among devout believers to ; exalt 
the authority of the early and undi- 
vided Church to whose judgment in 
the formation of the canon the Christian 
world has knowingly or unknowingly sub- 
mitted? The demand for authority in mat- 
ters of religion is perhaps the strongest im- 
pulse of the human mind. The Roman 
Catholic finds his authority in his infallible 
Pope and the Puritan finds it in his infalli- 
ble Bible. ‘The marginal notes of the re- 
visers do not weaken in the slightest the ar- 
gument for the infallibility of the teachings 
of the Scriptural revelation, but they must 
weaken the extreme doctrine which in- 
volves the admission of the infallibility of 
copyists and type-setters. Will not those 
devout persons who hold the latter theory of 
inspiration, and who find their faith shaken 
by the revisers’ marginal notes, find them- 
selves impelled to seek in the early Church, 
as the custodian of the Scriptures and the 
witness for the faith, that authority which is 
necessary to their spiritual comfort? In 
other words, will not the marginal notes, 
which at first sight may seem to afford un- 
intentional help to rationalism, strengthen 
the school of religious thought which finds 
authority not only in the Scriptures, but in 
the ‘“‘ Holy Catholic Church,” a belief in 
which is one of the articles of the Aposiles’ 
creed, however variously it may be inter- 
preted ? 


The coincidence between Gen. IGNATIEFF’S 
return to power and the hunting down of MipHat 
Pasha by the Tarkish Government, though perhaps 
merely accidental, has inita suggestion of omi- 
nous possibilities. Itis well known that for years 
past the two men have been bitterly antagonistic, 
As the Sultan’s Viceroy on the Lower Danube 15 
or 16 years ago, Mipuat openly attributed the 
anti-Turkish agitation, which kept the Province in 
a constant ferment, to the intrigues of IenaTrerr, 
and showed little mercy tothe latter’s supposed 
emissaries when detected and seized. On one oc- 
casion the Sultan Asput Aziz, under the “ moral 
influence” of Ienatrerr, sent positive orders to 
Mipuart to spare three Slav ‘‘ propagandists’ whom 
he had sentenced to death. The stout old Pasha 
replied by hanging all three on the spot and at 
once notifying the Porte of their execution. The 
counter-stroke of his subtle rival was seen in Mrip- 
HAT’s subsequent banishment from Turkey, and 
the supposition that lenaTrerr’s remorseless genius 
has seized this fresh chance of removing his ablest 
opponent at once and forever is neither impossi- 
ble nor unnatural.

Kleptomania is by no means an uncommon 
sin into which bibliomania leads worthy and other- 
wise up*ight men. Collectors are often reproached, 
not only for exclusiveness, but for undue suspicion 
in keeping their choicest treasures under lock and 
key for fear of losing them; and nowand then a 
visitor, who has been allowed to look at a rare 
book, goes away with a painful sense that some- 
how or other he was closely watched while he 
held it. Dealers are often so cautious and chary 
of showing their choicest wares that an honest man 
has felt himself almost offended; but probably, if the 
truth were told by veteran dealers, many of their 
customers with fair reputations would suffer a 
grievous blow. Recently, in Rome, a valuable 
manuscript was stolen from the library of the Vati- 
can. It was in the handwriting of Boccaccio, and 
contained, besides some other things, a translation 
of the “ De Consolatione”’ of Bozruius. Whether 
stolen by a bibliomaniac of the genuine kind, and 
purely from a desire to possess the book for the 
book’s own sake, does not, however, seem clear. 
The thief is said afterward to have sold it to 
another library in Rome, but whether because ‘he 
did not dare to keep itin his own possession for 
fear it would be found or stolen again, or because 
the love of money was stronger than the love for 
books, we are not told. Itis a fact, however, that 
the book was stolen, and probable that the 
thief was a bibliomaniac, else he might not 
have known its value; and, in any case, we 
have here a suggestion somewhat noteworthy 
of kleptomania among biblomaniacs. Probably an 
honest dread of this disorder in the moral natures 
of their friends has had much todo with the cus- 
tom, common among collectors, of possessing du- 
plicate copies of the books they prize the most. 
Ricnharp Hepner, the most omnivorous book col- 
lector that ever lived on this planet, was accus- 
tomed to buy all tne duplicates he could get. 
Usually, he was fairly content with three copies, 
one tor show, one for his own use, and one, he said, 
for his friends, by which last he meant, perhaps, in 
a satirical way, that his friends would pilfer, if they 
were not satisfied to borrow and return. Tne 
library of the Vatican will, no doubt, have its price- 
less Boccaccio manuscript back again, and it must 
be reckoned a piece of good fortune for the world 
that the book got into a public library instead of 
into private hands, where it might have remained 
behind locked doors, if not in an iron chest, and 
never been heard from again.

After living so long a life, and one so com- 
pletely given to literature, Mr. Emerson has been 
a writer of comparatively few books. Compared 
with the works of other eminent men of letters, the 
number of hisis small indeed. Not many of the 
thousands of persons who, we hope, thought yes- 
terday that the day was the seventy-eighth anni- 
versary of Mr. Emerson’s birth, were aware that 
he had ever written a paper on MicHAEL ANGELO. 
No such appearsin his collected works, and it is 
doubtful if it has ever been rescued in any form 
from the oblivion into which it fell from having 


been printed inthe North American Review nearly 
balf a century ago, when he was only a few years 
past 20. Had he been the prolific writer in 
early hfe that many authors have been, there 
would perhaps be nothing unusual in the ob- 
livion that has come over this production, 
and little reason why interest should attach to it 
now. But it is believed to be the only thing he 
ever published on a subject of perennial interest 
that has not been collected, and it was one of the 
earliest of all his productions, appearing as it did a 
year after “Nature.” No reader of EMERSON 
would peruse the article with disappointment now. 
His clear-cut sentences and careful use of words 
strike one as much here as in his latest volumes. 
For example: “Beauty in the largest sense, beauty 
inward and outward, comprehending grandeur ‘as 
a@ part, and reaching to goodness as its soul— 
this to receive and this to impart was his 
genius.” Again: “It is not without pleasure 
that we see, amid the falsehood and griefs 
of the human race, a soul at intervals 
born to behold and create only beauty.’’ Some. 
one has called St. Peter’s “ the world’s cathedral ;" 
Mr. Emerson speaks of it as ‘“‘an ornament of the 
earth.”? MicHarL ANGELO “‘was not a citizen of 
any country—he belonged to the human race.” In 
his greatness there was so little eccentricity that 
his character and his works ‘* seem rather a part of 
nature than arbitrary productions of the human 
will.” Especially did Mr. Emerson venerate his 
moral fame: ‘* While his name belongs to the high- 
est class of genius, his life contains in it no in- 
jurious influence.” It wasin the North American 
for January, 1837, that this article appeared. 
rte 
It was feared that, owing tothe very late run 
of shad in Southern waters, the stock of shad 
eggs'and of young fish to be secured by the United 
States Fish Commission would be small, but recent 
work on the Potomac and Susquehanna have yield- 
ed a very large quantity of both eggs and fish, one 
fully up to ail the requirements. So far not less 
than 20,000,000 young fish have been produced, for 
on some nights as many as 3,000,000 shad eggs have 
been taken and vitalized. The work is now being 
carried on by the Fishhawk and by another party, 
under the direction of the United States Fish 
Commission. It is believed by fish-culturists that 
shad-raising presents a much greater amount of 
difficulties than the artificial reproduction of any 
other fish. The great delicacy of the eggs, their 
inclination to have fungoid growth, the necessity 
thatin order to hatch them out they shouid al- 
ways bein motion, at first were great obstacles, 
but apparently to-day the hatching out of the egg: 
and the bringing forward of the young to that 
stage when they can be placed inthe rivers is hard- 
ly any more troublesome to the expert than the 
setting ofa hen by some housewife ona nest of 
eggs and the future care of the chicks. But what 
is wanted now issome method by means of which 
the maturing of thé eggs can be either delayed or, 
ifthe young fish are born, some way of keeping 
them for a limited time on ship-board where fresh 
river wateris not obtainable. We would like to 
accomplish this, not for ourselves, but in order te 
stock England and the Continent withshad. Prof. 
Hvuxuer is desirous of introducing our shad inte 
English waters, where no doubt they would thrive. 
Just as fish-culture has transplanted the shad from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific coast, so is it possible that 
we can put North River or Connecticut River shad 
in the Scotch, Welsh, English, and German waters. 
It would be quite a feather in the cap of our fish- 
culturists if any one of them could succeed in tak- 
ing our American eggs or the fish alive across the 
ocean, and as just at this moment the harvesting 
of the eggs commences it would be worth while ta 
work inthe direction of either retarding the ma- 
turing of the eggs or the discovery of some method 
whereby water taken on ship-board could be made 
to hold food enough to sustain for fifteen davs the 
little shadlings. Perhaps the solution of this latter 
problem would not present such very great diffe 
culties after all.

THE LEGISLATURE'S WORK 


MATTERS WHICH THE TWO HOUSES 
FIND TIME TO OONSID#ER. 

\ PROMPT VETO BY GOV. CORNELL—ORDER- 

_ ING THE DESTRUCTION OF THER FORTY- 


SECOND-STREET RESERVOIR—XINGSLEY | 


AND KEENEY’S CLAIM—PROGRESSING 
THE TAX BILLA. 


Apany, May 25.—Gov. Cornell sent in 
to-day to the Assembly a Message imposing 
his veto on a bill which was introduced by Mr. 
Shanley, of Kings, and the benefits of which 
were expected to accrue to ‘‘Jake’’ Patterson, 
the New-York Police Justice, and ‘‘Jakey”’ 
Worth, the Brooklyn Fire Commissioner. It 
would in effect authorize the persons owning 
the privileges conferred by the bill to con- 
struct an ornamental pleasure barge and move 
it from place to place inside or outside 
of the harbor, anchoring it in the 
most eligible places available, and charg- 
ing an admission fee to patrons. 
In his Message disapproving the bill Gov. 
Cornell says: ‘This is a proposition to au- 
thorize any ‘corporation heretofore organized 
under this act, owning, or hereafter construct- 
ing and owning, a floating dock, to use and 
Operate the same, and to locate, moor, or an- 
chor such floating dock in or upon any of 
the waters of the State, opposite to and in 
front of any public land, place, or places 
not otherwise used or occupied for shipping or 
business purposes, and connecting the said 
floating dock with said land, place, or places 
by a suitable passageway or gangway for the 
safe passage of persons to and from said dock.’ 
The ostensible object of the bill is to provide 
an economical and convenient mode of land- 
ing passengers on the beaches of Long Island, 
now very extensively patronized for Summer 
excursions. Unfortunately, however, the au- 
thority is so broad as to admit of the mooring 
of a floating dock in: front of public places in 
cities, as, for'instance, the Battery in the City 
of New-York. It can hardly be supposed that 
the Legislature iatended to grant such privi- 


leges.”” 

The bill introduced by Mr. Trimble, of New- 
York, for the removal of the Forty-second- 
street reservoir and for the conversion of its 
Bite into a public park or square, was passed 
in both houses, and when engrossed will go to 
the Governor for approval. In the Assembly, 
Mr. Husted spoke in favor of the bill, calling 
attention to the fact that Controiler Allan 
Campbell, a distinguished and capable en. | 
gineer, formerly in charge of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, had recommended 
its removal on the ground that. it 
was utterly useless as an adjunct 
of the water service system of New-York. Mr. 
Brooks, of Richmond, moved to amend the bill 
by providing that the removal should take 
place only upon the certification of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works and the Chief En- 

ineer of the Croton Aqueduct Bureau, that 
he removal would not injuriously affect the 
water supply and water seryice of the City. 
He cited, in support of his motion, the opposi- 
tion manifested in the action taken at various 
times by the Union League Club, the Council 
of Reform, and the Municipal Society. 

The bill requiring the City of Brooklyn to 
issue bonds for the payment of a claim of 
Messrs. Kingsley and Keeney, amounting to 
$71,000, alleged to have been earned by them 
in their contract for the building of the 
Hempstead storage reservoir, was con- 
Ridered in Committee of the Whole. Mr. 
Spinola was in the chair for the first time 
during the session, and was warmly applauded 
by the playful members of the House when he 
took the position. Mr. Waring, of Kings, 
moved to substitute for the bill a provision 
sending theclaim back to Thomas H. Rodman 
and George H. Fisher, the two surviving mem- 
bers of the commission which heard and passed 
on the original claim of these contractors, and 
that a third member of the commission be ap- 
pointed by the presiding Judge of the Supreme 
Court in the Second Judicial Department. 
Mr. Waring said that Messrs. Kingsley & 
Keeney came before the Legislature seeking 
equity in this matter, and that it was only fair 
for them to show that they had yielded an 
equitable return. The amendment or substi- 


tute was lost, and the bill was ordered toa 
third reading. 


Mr. Turck, of Ulster, gave notice that he 
would, at 11 o’clock to-morrow, move to put the 
Excise bili on its passage and for a call of 
the House if necessary. There was a persist- 
ent effort made this morning by some of the 
Democrats to omit the regular after- 
moon .session and adjourn until to-mor- 
row morning. It was _ opposed by 
Messrs. Duguid, Alvord, Husted, Niles, 
pnd others, on the ground that ‘three 
of the tax bills were the special order for the 
afternoon, and that it was time to close up the 
session’s work. Mr. Steele said he could not 
understand the motive of the gentleman from 
New-York (Mr. Spinola) in pressing such a 
motion, but he beheved that the work to 


ke done by the gentlemen who urged 
this adjournment related to other mat- 


ters than the regular Legislative work, 
and was of a character that made it fitter to 


be done under the cover of the night than in 
the light of the open day. Two different ef- 


forts to evade the afternoon sesgion were 
made, but both were defeated. The bill 
to abolish the compulsory pilo fees on 
vessels ing through Hell Gate, where such - 
vessels have no pilot on board, was ordered to 


@ third reading. 
The afternoon session of the Assembly was 


taken up with the consideration in Committee 
of the Whole of three tax bills as a special 
order. One of these was the Senate bill to tax 
mortgage bonds 1 per cent. on their face value 


and to tax legatees of estates a by 
wills 5 per cent. Mr. Dayton, of New-York, 


moved to strike out the last provision and was 


supported by Mr. Hamilton, of New-York. Mr. 
Steele, Chairman of the Committe on Taxation, 


defended the bill. Mr. Brooks, of Richmond, 
offered an amendment excepting bequests to in- 
corporated public institutions from the tax. 
Mr. Spinola attacked the mortgage bond tax 
clause, and said its effect would be, if passed, 
to compel mortgagees and mortgageors to do 
their business out of the State. The House 
bill imposing a tax of 25 cents on every $100 
of deposits and surplus funds exceeding the 
sum of $500,000 in savings banks was savagely 
attacked by Messrs. Alvord, Hayes, and War- 
ing, who said it was a tax against the poor and 
working classes and in favor of the rich. Mr. 
Steele, in defending the biil, said these 
cavings banks had become the hiding- 
places of capital, and that there 
was $100,000,000 belonging to capitalists de- 
posited in the savings banks of this State. Mr. 
Waring said that 89 per cent. of all the depos- 
fiters were persons under age, to which Mr. 
Steele = that their deposits in thousands 
of cases belonged to their parents, who put the 
money in savings banks to evade taxation. 
Both of these bills were progressed. The last 
bill was the Assembly bill for the taxation of 
life insurance companies. Mr. Hamilton of- 
tered a substitute bill, making the tax one-half 
of 1 percent. Mr. Steele spoke half an hour 
in defense of the bill, and it was then attacked 
by Mr. Andrews, of New-York, pending whose 
argument the hour of adjournment. arrived, 
and the billis now retarded by being thrown 
back into general orders.

Mr. William Winter has completed his work

Those who like to 
keep themselves informed upon the theatrical 
movement in this country will be further gratified 
to learn that Mr. Winter has also been put in 
charge of that portion of the series devoted to the 
Wallack family. The entire series is under the 
editorial direction of Mr. Lawrence Hutton, who 
will contribute a book upon the peculiarly Ameri- 
can features and tendencies of our drama.

A REVOLUTIONARY EDITOR TRIED 
AND CONVICTED. 

THE CASE OF HERR MOST, OF THE LONDON 
‘‘ FREIHEIT’’ — YECHNICAL OBJECTIONS 
OVERRULED —THE JURY RENDERS A 
VERDIOT OF GUILTY ON ALL THE COUNTS. 

Lonpon, May 25.—The prosecution of 
Herr Johann Most, publisher of the Socialist 
journal Freiheit, on a charge of inciting to 
murder, was opened at the Central Criminal 
Court to-day. Attorney-General Sir Henry 
James, Solicitor-General Sir Farrer Herscktell, 
and Mr, Poland, of the Treasury, appeared on 
behalf of the Crown, and Mr. A. M. Sullivan, 
member of Parliament, for the defense. 

§ Sir Henry James said there was not the 

slightest desire to check free discussion in the 

press, on the contrary, this prosecution was 
brought to preserve that freedom. The arti- 
cle published in the Freiheit, on which the in- 
dictment against the prisoner was founded, 
must be, he said, regarded as a direct threat to 
the present Emperor of Russia of his father’s 
fate. He referred to other articles in the 

Freiheit as showing the animus of Herr Most. 

Among the papers found upon the prisoner 

wasa coieicitaniaiun Vint ‘Trieste is a safe ad- 

dress for the storage of dynamite,’”’ The pros- 
ecution called merely formal evidence to prove 
the purchase of copies of the Fretheit. ‘ 

Mr. Sullivan raised a number of technical. 
objections relative to the jurisdiction of the 
court. His argument that the persons whose 
murder Herr Most is charged with agg orem 4 
were outside the protection of the British 
courts was overruled by Lord Coleridge, the 
presiding Judge. Mr. Sullivan further argued 
that the statute against inciting to murder 
did not apply to vague newspaper invective. 
He said if Herr Most was guilty then the 
works of Shakespeare and Byron cught to be 
indicted for inciting to tyrannicide,. 

The jury was absent from the court-room 
20 minutes, and returned with a verdict of 
guilty on all the counts, but recommended the 
prisoner to the mercy .of the court, on the 
ground that he is aforeigner. The sentence 
of the court is deferred pending argument on 
the second point raised by Mr. Sullivan, that 
the statute against inciting to murder does not 
apply to newspaper invective. Lord Cole- 
ridge, however, during the trial, said that his 
present impression of the meaning of the statute 
was adverse to Mr. Sullivan’s contention, and 
he directed the jury to find a verdict on the 
separate counts; so, apparently, even if the re- 
served point is decided in favor of Herr Most, 


it will only result in the amelioration of his 
sentence. 


PaRIs, May 25.—The Evénement states that 
a manufactory of explosives and bombs has

FRENCH CONTROL 1N TUNIS. 
SUBMISSION OF CHIEFS—-THE BEY GIVEN AM- 


PLE TIME TO CONSIDER THE TREATY. 


Paris, May 25.—A dispatch from Gen. 
Forgemol states that some of the Governors 
and chiefs have submitted, declaring that the 
Bey of Tunis forbade hostilities against the 
French, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 25.—Count Corti, 
the Italian Ambassador to this Court, posi- 
tively denies the statement that among the 
unpublished correspondence on the Tunisian 


question is the record of a conversation be- 
tween M. Waddington, Count Corti, and Lord 


Salisbury, of the purport that Italy might, if 
she chose, take Tripoli as compensation for 
the French absorbtion of Tunis. 

LonpDoN, May 25.—A dispatch from Tunis 
says: ‘The cargo of the English schooner 
which was searched by an officer from a 
French man-of-war, who accompanied her" to 
Sfax, was afterwards discharged at that place 
in the presence of the British authorities. No 
gunpowder or arms were found on board.” 

A Paris correspondent says: “‘A yellow 
book has been issued containing a_ diplomatic 
circular from M. Barthelemy St. Hilaire, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, dated the 13th inst., 
stating that the overtures Gen. Bréard was 
instructed to make to the Bey of Tunis, previ- 
ous to the signing of the treaty, contained 
nothing unexpected for the Bey, as he knew 
beforehand the general sense of the stipula- 
tions which were to be submitted to him, and 
on the bearing of which his mind had had 
time to reflect.” The correspondent adds: 
“The truth is that substantially the same 
treaty was submitted to the Bey more than 


a year ago, when, after two days’ considera- 
tion, he refused to sign it.’’ 


BISMAROK’S PLANS AND OPINIONS. 


HAMBURG AND THE JZOLLVEREIN—THE 


PRINCE ON THE FRENCH ELECTORAL 
BILL. 

Beruin,-May 25.—In the Reichstag to- 

day Herr Richter, on behalf of the Progres- 


sists, moved a resolution declaring that the 


abolition of the Customs office at Hamburg 


and the incorporation of the Lower Elbe in 
the Zollverein were neither in harmony with 
the relations that should subsist between fed- 
eral States, nor with the respect due to the 
Constitution. Itis thought that Prince Bis- 
marck has decided on the measures herein 


mentioned with a view to compelling Ham- 
burg to consent to entering the Zollverein. 
Baron von Bétticher, Secretary of State, 
read a declaration repelling the imputation 
that the Federal Council was capable of 
adopting decisions which aimed at curtailing 
the rignts of individual States, and protesting 
against the attempt of the movers of the reso- 


lution to influence the decisions of the Federal 


Council. The latter, he declared, was per- 
fectly aware of its duty, and he considered it 
to be undignified to participate in such a dis- 
cussion as the present. Baron von Bdtticher 
then quitted the House amid considerable ex- 
citement. 

Prince Bismarck, at the Parliamentary 
soirée’ Monday evening, confessed his belief 
that the scrutin de liste in France would be of 
considerable advantage to the clerical party, 
which M. Gambetta probably underrated. He 
said no party was so well able to issue the 
parole and profit by list voting in the depart- 
ments as this fraction, whose born representa- 
tives, the clergy, have influence and access 
every where.

SCOTCH CHURCH DISCIPLINE. 


Lonpon, May 25.—The General Assembly 
of the Scotch Free Church have adopted by a 
large majority a resolution that, considering 
the nature of certain writings of Prof. Rob- 
ertson Smith, in particular an article on the 
Hebrew language and literature in the ‘* En- 
cyclopsedia Britannica,’ the Assembly feel con- 
strained to declare that they no longer con- 
sider it safe or advantageous for the Church 
that Prof. Smith should continue to teach in 
one of her colleges. Prof. Smith’s friends have 
made an ineffectual appeal to the Assembly to 

ive him a trial before the Presbytery. The 
fainburgh Scotsman strongly condemns the 
course pursued by the Assembly, and says: 
‘Their decision will not have much weight 
with outsiders when it is remembered that the 
leaders of the commission which suspended 
Prof. Smith are also leaders of the Assembly, 
and are in fact their own judges. It is the way 
of all inguisitors and persecutors—the plan of 
knocking a man down when you cannot meet 
him in argument. Whether the Scotch Free 
Church will gain or lose by the adoption of 
this time-honored way of handling the truth 
remains to be seen.’’

THE TROUBLES OF IRELAND. 

Lonpon. May 25.—At the new Pallas, 
Ireland, sessions to-day a farmer was sentenced 
to two months’ imprisonment with hard labor, 
for assaulting a Lieutenant of Foot, during the 
recent disturbances at that place. 

Summonses have been issued to members of 
Parliament and other members of the 


Land League in Great Britain con- 
vening a special meeting to consider 
the urgent state of affairs in Ireland and im- 
mediate measures for obtaining an expression 
of English opinion on the subject. 

Mr. Parnell was announced to address a 
meeting at Hull to-night, but the Chairman 
received a telegram stating that that gentle- 
man was seriously ill, and had been ordered to 
take two days rest by his physician.

THE PRINCE OF BULGARIA, 
HE THREATENS TO ABDICATE UNLESS HIS 
REFORM PROPOSALS ARE ADOPTED. 

Soputa, May 25.—Prince Alexander has 
written to General Enroth, the Bulgarian Pre- 
mier, communicating three articles which he 
considers indispensable to the working of the 
Government. Hesays: ‘Time will be allowed 
for the expression of public opinion, perfectly 
unimpeded by the Government, upon the ef- 
fect of thearticles. A great national assembly 
will have to decide between ratifying the arti- 
cles collectively and my abdication.” The arti- 
cles are as follows: First—The Prince to 
be empowered for seven years to issue de- 
crees; to create new institutions, such as 
a Council of State, to be chosen from 
among the Bulgarian people; to introduce 
improvements in the internal administration, 
and generally insure the regular working of 
the Government. Second—The ordinary ses- 
sion of the National Assembly this year to be 
suspended, the present budget remaining in 
force. Third—The Prince to be empowered, be- 
fore the expiration of the seven years, to sum- 
mon a great national assembly to revise the 
Constitution on the basis of the new institu- 
tions he shall have created and the experience 
he shall have gained. 

M. Chitravo, in presenting his credentials 
to Prince Alexander as Russian Diplomatic 
Agent, said he was the bearer of the sentiments 
of friendship and confidence entertained py 
the Czar toward the Prince and of his con- 
stant solicitude for the well-being of Bulgaria. 
Prince Alexander replied in suitable terms. 

Prince Alexander, accompanied by the new’ 
Russian Diplomatic Agent, started on a tour 
of the Provinces to-day.

MapRIpD, May 25.—A religious service was 
held to-day at the Church of St. Joseph in 
honor of the anniversary of the death of the 
poet Calderon. The tomb of the poet was 
visited during the march of the procession. 
The troops defiled past Calderon’s statue, in 
the presence of the King and the royal family. 
The municipality to-night received the royal 
family and foreign Mayors attending the fétes 
in honor of the poet. 

COPENHAGEN, May 25.—The elections have 
caused no practical change in the composition 
of the Folkething. The result is viewed with 
alarm in some quarters, as itis feared it may 
lead to a suspension of the Constitution. 

Lonpon, May 25.—In the House of Com- 
mons last evening the Right Hon. Henry Faw- 
cett, Postmaster-General, replying to an _in- 
quiry, said that both the Treasury and Post 

ffice are now considering proposals in regard 
to the position of telegraph operators. He ex- 
pressed his willingness to do what he could in 
their behalf. He recommends a provisional 
remodeling of telegraph operators’ pay and 
working hours, but not a settlement of their 
status as civil service employes. This js likely 
to occasion discontent, but a strike cannot 
now be considered possible in view of Mr. 
Fawcett’s friendly attitude. 

LONDON, May 26.—A. correspondent at 
Athens says: ‘‘The publication of the 
Turco-Greek convention caused  verita- 
ble consternation here. Even moderate 
men declare they cannot understand how 
the powers could impose such conditions on 
Greece, unless humiliation was intended. The 
ratification of the convention by the Assembly 
is said to be impossible, } 

A Paris correspondent reports the failure of 
Von Raalte, the Dutch diamond merchant, 
with 8,000,000f. acceptances, mostly held by 
Paris bankers, who bought them without the 
guarantee of endorsers. 

The Daily News, in its financial article, says 
a new cdin is being struck in France for pre- 
sentation to the Monetary Conference on its 
reassembling. It is composed of gold and sil- 
ver in equal proportions, and is to circulate as 
a five-franc piece.

LIEUT,-COL. R. F, HALSTED, 
Lieut.-Col. Richard F. Halsted died at the 


residence of his father, at Sing Sing, on Tuesday 
last. He had been an invalid for several years. At 
the outbreak of the war he was First Lieutenant, 
Sixth Company, Seventh Regiment, N. GS. N. Y¥., 
and accompanied that regiment on its first cam- 


paign to Washington. He entered the United 


States service June 14, 1861, as Major of the Fortieth 


Regiment New-York Volunteers. On April 26, 
1868, he was appointed Captain and aide-de-camp to 
Gen. Sedgwick. He served with the Army of the 
Potomac until its dissolution, and then went to the 


Department of Texas. He served as staff officer 
with Major-Gens. John Sedgwick and H. G. Wright, 
and under Division Commanders Heintzelman, C. 


§. Hamilton, and Kearny; and before the organi- 


zation of the Army of the Potomac, under Frrank- 
lin. He also served in the Sixth Corps, temporarily 
in the Second and Ninth, Gen. Sedgwick having 
been assigned to those before taking command of 
the Sixth. With this cerps he made the Shenan- 
doah Valley campaign. He was engaged at Wil- 
liamsburg, Fair Oaks, the’Seven Days, Fredericks- 
burg, (second,) Marye’s Heights, Salem Heights, 
Gettysburg, Rappahannock Station, Wilderness, 
Cold Harbor, Winchester, Fisher’s Hill, Cedar

AN OLD FRIEND OF LINCOLN DEAD. 
Cuicaco, May 25.—Judge Ebenezer Peck, 


for many years the most intimate friend of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, died in this city to-day at the age 
of 76 years. Judge Peck was at one time 
a member of the Legislature of Lower Canada, 
and was a King’s counsel at the Cana- 
dian bar. He came to the United States 
about 180 and was Democratic in 


politics until the Lincoln-Douglas contest. 
Judge Lyman Trumbull states to-night that no man 
ever possessed the confidence of Abraham Lincoln 
to the extent that Judge Peck did, that their inti- 
mate relations continued after Lincoln’s election 
to the Presidency, and that Lincoln showed his 
high esteem for Judge Peck by appointing him 
Judge of the Court of Claims, an office ‘which he 
held for several years.

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BUFFALO'S RAILROAD HOPES. 
THE NEW-YORK, LACKAWANNA AND WEST- 
ERN TO ENTER THE CITY—THE PENN- 
SYLVANIA COMPANY’S PLANS. 

BUFFALO, May 25.—The plans of the New- 
York, Lackawanna and Western for reaching this 
city have, within the past few days, assumed defi- 
nite shape. A profile map of the road anda 
description of the route have been filed in 
the County Clerk’s office and critically ex- 
amined by many persons within the past few 
days. The map isa very bulky affair about 30feet 
long. From it it is learned that the road will enter 
Erie County in the town of Alden and pass along 


north of the New-York, Lake Erie and western 
Railroad and enter Buffalo near its easterly 
bounds. After entering the city the road 
will make a direct line for the lake. 
It will follow round to’ the sea-waill 
and pass between that and the beach up to 
the light-house pier. A perfect network of branch 
tracks will bring it to the heart of the city. and 
many vurcha%s of abe, ta will have to be made. 
One of these branches leaves the main line on the 
outskirts of the city to the International Bridge. 
The company also contemplate establishing exten- 
sive stock-yards on the line of the road running 
to the International Bridge, and have been 
purchasing property for that esee. The pas- 
senger station will probably | situated in 
what 1s known as the infected district, which is 
about the same as the Five Points in New-York. 
The company has been purchasing P od seri there, 
and it is highly § agpnm yee that the district will be 
entirely cleaned out, which is something to be de- 
sired. There is an improbable report that the 
tracks will pass across Erie-street to the Interna- 
tional Bridge, and to Suspension Bridge and Ni- 
agara Falls. How this can be accomplished is 
something that a person familiar with the land ¢an- 
not understand. 
It is learned from a tru¢tworthy authority that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company has either 
urchased or gained control of the Buffalo, New- 
York and Philadelphia Railroad, which was re- 
cently sold to a syndicate of New-York and Phila- 
delphia bankers. It is not thought that the Penn- 
sylvania Company had anything to do with the 
original purchase, but that the syndicate which 
bought the railroad and its narrow-gauge con- 
nections and dock facilities here did it solely 
as a speculation and have made a profitable 
thing of it. The Pennsylvania Company 
has recently purchased several hundred feet 
of land along the water-front, and;therefore must 
have had a connection to Buffalo in view for some 
time. The Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western Rail- 
road Company, whose Vice-President is a member 
of the syndicate. will, it is thought, also enter the 
same depot. Whether the New-York, Chicago and 
St. Louis. which is building the road from Broc- 
ton to Buffalo in connection with the Buffalo, 
Pittsburg and Western will enter the same depot 
isnot known. Judging from recent events it ap- 
pears that the new Chicago line and the Pennsy!l- 
vania are on the best of terms. At any rate, Buf- 
falo will secure another first-class trunk line, and 
may possibly have a new and handsome passenger 
depot at a convenient point.

letter, received by a business firm in this city, isa 
forcible illustration of the extent to which 
bogus life insurance has gone in this 
State, The writer applied for a _ position 


with the firm, and incidentally mentioned that he 
had “some first-class insurance risks” to dispose 
of, which he would like to have the firm take. In- 


quiry for particulars brought this letter, which 
speaks for itself: 

I have what I call good risks—one at 69, a woman; 
can’t do any work whatever, and is already full in 
eight companies; has cancerin side. One woman 
74, don’t think can live one year; don’t do any 
work. A risk of 65, woman, is full in 11 
companies. I can get one risk, that is, 
I think, so, It¢ is & man of 
or 84, but don’t think he is as good as the rest; 
also, another man, 66 years, and is in 13 com- 
panies. Have a good risk of 69 in 
companies; has a running sore inside; 
doctor says as soon as it eats in she is 
gone; isan Alrisk. One man has $15,000. Every- 
body has insured, and some have as high as $40,000, 
I can get other good risks. Don’t take anybody 
that I think wilflive long. Have now five policies 
on one woman of 69 and a good risk. Sold this 
week $5,000 on the same woman, and a three- 
thousand-dollar policy yet on a 65-year-old woman. 
Cen furnish all you can sell if you sell every day

RECEIVER FOR A BUILDING COMPANY. 
ALBANY, May 25.—Justice Westbrook, while 
here a short time ago, heard!arguments for and 
against the appointment of a receiver for the cor- 


poration known as “The Open Board of Stock 
Brokers’ Building Company of the City of New- 
York.”” The association was incorporated Feb. 28, 
1880, with George W. McLean. D. O. Wotherspoon, 
James Turner, A. Disbecker, E. J. Jackson. L. D. 
Carr, Darby Randall, A. T, Timpson, and Charles 


Jackson, as Trustees. Thecapital stock was $75,000, 
and the object was to erect buildings for the use 
of the unincorporated association known as the 
‘Open Board of Stock Brokers of New-York.” 
It is alleged that McLean, 
Trustees purchased property in New-street, 
New-York, for $60.000, and conveyed the 
same to the board, the consideration to him 


being fixed at $75,000—$45,000 to be paid in stock, 
of which 150 shares were to be returned by him, 
the corporation to retain and hold them as part of 
its capital; that this stock has never been issued to 
McLean, while the 150 shares are treated as $15,- 
000 of the capital; that said Open Board subscribed 
tor 591 shares, but only paid thereon $37,700, and 
the defendants have refused to issue stock to the 
Open Board, and that litigation has followed, and, 
in consequence of the acts of the defendants, their 


charter has become forfeited. Wherefore, the ap- 
pointment of a Recelver was Asked to wind up its 


affairs. A decision was received to-day from Jus- 


tice Westbrook appointing Rastus 8. Ransom Re- 
ceiver of the company.

THE RIGHT TO MAKE GRAIN-DRILLS. 
RocHESTER, N. Y., May 25.—Justice Blatch- 
ford, of the United States Circuit Court for this 


district, has rendered a decision in the case of 


Charles F. Davis and another against Hiram L. 
Brown and others in favor of the plaintiffs, sustain- 


ing allelaims under the plaintiffs’ patent for im- 
provement in grain-drills. The action was brought 
to compel the defendants, who are extensive man- 
ufacturers of grain-drills, to account for machines 
constructed by them in violation of the plaintiffs’ 


patent, and for an injunction restraining a con- 
tihuance thereof. The defense was that of inva- 


lidity and non-infringement ot patent. This is an 
important decision, as it may atfect, more or less, 
all manufacturers of grain-drills throughout the 
United States, should Judge Blatchford’s decision 
be affirmed by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, to which the case is to be appealed. The 
patent is said to be worth several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. This was a test case,

nent business men of this city assembled at the 
Hotel Vendome this evening to consider the feasi- 
bility of holding a World’s Fair here in 1885. 
Gen. A. P. Martin presided, and addresses favoring 
the project were made by several of the gentlemen 
present, Letters were read from Goy. Long 
and Mayor Prince regretting their inabili- 
ty to attend the meeting. The result 
of the discussion was the appointment of 
a committee of conference, representing the vari- 
ous trades and manufacturing interests of Boston, 
who will give full consideration to the subject and 
report at a future meeting. The advantages of 
Boston for holding a World’s Fair§were substan- 
tially set forth by the different speakers, and a fa- 
vorable view given to the suggestion for that pur- 


pose.

There are 
in New-York ladies and gentlemen to whom $250 
would seem as 250 cents, and yet for want of that 
amount we cannot go on with ourwork. And now 
that the Summer is upon us, when families are pre- 
paring to leave the City for the healthy atmosphere of 
the country ana mountains, let us hope and pray that 
the poor working women will not be forgotten in « 
time when sickness and destitution reign in the 
homes of the poor, where if there is no work 
there is no money to buy either food or medi- 
cine. Who will be the first to come forward and keep 
disease, sickness, and destitution from the homes of 
the poor? Who wiill be the first to give daily employ- 
ment to 40 women, and by toat means will give an 
average of $3 50 per week into each family? Who 
will stretch forth a kindly band and help us to save 
the young, that their old age may be honorable? Who 
with kind heart and hand will subscribe $250, or any 
partof it, and insure to each of 40 families five-fold 
that amount ?

UNVEILING THE STATUE 


IMPOSING CEREMONIES IN MADI. 
SON-SQUARH YESTERDAY. 

A MILITARY PAGEANT SELDOM SURPASSED IN 
NEW-YORK—SURVIVORS OF THE FLAG- 
SHIP HARTFORD POSTED AROUND THE 
BRONZE FIGURE—ADMIRAL FARRAGOT 
EULOGIZED BY JOSEPH H. CHOATE, SEC- 
RETARY HUNT, AND OTHERS. 

The beautiful bronze statue of Admiral Far- 
‘Pacut, just completed by Saint Gaudens, and placed 
near the north-west corner of Madison-square, 
was unveiled yesterday in the presence of a throng 
of distinguished spectators, and with an imposing 
military display. The big pine box that for some 
weeks has been an unsightly mark in the square 
was removed, and where it had stood was left 
only a broad pedestal surmounted by a heroic 
figure, the whole concealed with flags. Imme- 
diately south of the statue asmall stand had been 
erected under the friendly shadows of the trees, 
capable of seating several hundred spectators. In 
front of this, and facing Fifth-avenue, was a 
stand for the speakers, with a little pulpit-like 
reading-desk. Between this stand and the 
Fifth-avenue sidewalk, and between the statue 
and the! Twenty-sixth-street sidewalk, were 
rows of camp-stools and benches for the accom- 
modation of holders of tickets. On the west side 
pf Fifth-avenue, just below Delmonico’s, was 
another stand containing about 400 seats. A large 
force of park policemen kept the crowd in order 
‘n the square, and Capt. Brogan and a squad of his 
men looked after the outside arrangements. The 
ceremonies were fixed for 8 o’clock, put noon had 
hardly passed before the crowd began to gather, 
and by 2 o'clock all the parts of the square con- 
tiguous to the statue and the neighboring streets 
were blockaded. The arrangements, both on the 
part of the committee and of the Police, were ad- 
mirable. No eyent of public interest bringing to- 
gether so greata crowd has been managed 1n this 
City with so little jar or confusion for a long time. 
Before 3 o’clock all the seats were filled, except 
those reserved for participants in the procession. 
The balconies of Delmonico’s and the Hotel Bruns- 
wick were filled with ladies-and gentlemen, and all 
the windows and neighboring-roofs were put to use. 

The music of a band, at: about 3:45 o'clock, 
gave warning that the procession was approach- 
ing, coming down Fifth-avenue. The line was 
formed at Forty-eighth-street and Fifth-avenue, 


and the clocks were just striking 4 as the head 
of it reached the speaker’s stand, . At the head of 
the procession was a little boy,,mounted on a 
trisky little pony. Then came a detaghment of 
mounted Police, Gen. Lloyd Aspinwall, the Chief 
Marshal, and Lieut.-Commander Henry H. Gor- 
ringe, Chief Assistant Marshal. The Lieuten- 
ant-Commander had a great deal of trouble with 
his horse as he passed the stand. The horse was 
— and determined to walk sideways. The 
ieutenant-Commander insisted that he should go 
pither forward or backward, but the horse was 
obstinate. He clewed up the main braces 
and made all taut aloft, but it did no 
good. The more _ he ut the  horse’s 
head to port, the more his tail kept slewing around 
so starboard. He walked about.a block and a half 
sideways, until his rider dismounted to take 
his place:'on the platform. After Gen. Aspin- 
wall and Lieut.-Commander Gorringe came 
the aides, Capt. John S. Wharton, United States 
Army; Lieut. G. A. Calnoun, United States Navy; 
fajor William L. Skidmore, Lieut. R. N. G. Brown, 
jnited States Navy; Col. Ivan Tailoff, Col. James 
M. Varnum, Major Irving Wilson, and Col. Charles 
Treichel,and the Assistant Marshals,Gen.J ohn Coch- 
rane, Gen. Liorace Russell, Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, Gen. John B. Woodward, and Commander A. 
&. Stephenson, United States Navy. ‘The band of 
the First Artiliery, United States Army, came next, 
followed by a howitzer battery from the Navy- 
yard, with two guns, a boatswain, and four mates, 
also from the Navy-yard, with a detachment of 24 
sailors, all looking as neat and trim as possible; 
Gen. Shaler and staff, Gen. Ward and staff, field 
and staff officers of the First Brigade, National 
Guard; Gen. Varian and staff, field and staff offi- 
cers of the Third Brigade, Gen. Jourdan and staff, 
Gen. Christensen and staff, field and staff officers 
of the Fifth Brigade, Gen. Moltineaux and staff, 
field and staff officers of the Eleventh Brigade; 
Gen. Plume and staff, and field and staff officers of 
the First Brigade of New-Jersey, the whole acting 
as a mounted escort to the Secretary of the 
Navy. Then followed the carriages. In the 
_ came Secretary Hunt, Gen. Hancock, 
ayor Grace, and Joseph H. Choate. As 
this carriage drew up to the curb, somebody pro- 
posed “three cheers for Gen. Hancock,” and they 
were heartily given. The carriages following con- 
tained United States officials in New-York, officers, 
of the association and speakers, Army and Navy 
pfficers, foreign representatives, and many other* 
gentlemen. After the carriages came a marine 
pand, a marine guard from the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard, marines from vessels of the North Atlantic 
station, a detachment of sailors from vessels under 
the command of Rear-Admiral Wyman, command- 
ing the North Atlantic Station, a battalion of foot 
sroops of the Third United States Artillery, Light 
Battery C, Third United States Artillery, and Far-: 
ragut Post, No. 75, G. A. R. é 
it took nearly half an hour for the procession to 
pass and for its participants to find their places 
about the statue. The foot troops formed a line 
four deep in Fifth-avenue, directly in front of the 
ptatue, and filled up the block. The marine guard 
formed three siaes of a square immediately around 
the statue. At each of the front corners of the 
pedestal stood four sailors—those on one side 
voming from the Colorado, and those on the other 
being survivors of Admiral Farragut’s old flag- 
ship, the Hartford. The procession made one of 
the most imposing ‘military displays lately seen in 
New-York. The sailors and marines all looked 
their best, and seemed to takea pride in doing 
their parts well. Lieut.-Commander Gorringe sta- 
Honea’ himself near the base of the statue to over- 
see things and satisfy himself that nothing went. 
wrong. He looked immensely relieved when he 
was safely off the horse’s back and stood 
once more on firm ground. When the speakers 
took their places in the stand and all was ready for 
the ceremonies to begin, fully 10,000 persons were 
looking on. Among these on the speaker’s stand 
and on the platforms were Chief-Justiee Charles P. 
Daly, ex-Commissioner Thomas C. Acton, Hen 
Bergh, Richard Grant White, the Hon. E. ‘ 
Stoughton, Gen. Hancock, Gen. Howard, Joseph 
H. Choate, John J. Cisco, Secretary Hunt, ex-Gov. 
. D. Morgan, Mayor Grace, Gen. Alexander Webb, 
Admirals Wyman, Trenchard, and Smith, Gen. 
Duane, Salem H. Wales, the Rey. Henry C. Potter, 
the Rev. William M. Taylor, Admiral Mul- 
jlany, Commodores Creighton and _ Nicholson, 
Park Commissioner Oliiffe, Mra. Levi P. Morton, 
Mrs. Choate, Mrs. Dr. Potter, Mrs. Dr. Taylor, 
Judge Noah Davis, Samuel Wetmore, Col. Frederick 
A. Conkling, 8S. B. Ruggles, Secretary Wilson, of 
the Chamber of Commerce; William Wood, Peter 
Cooper, Thomas Hicks, Judge Peabody, the Rev.

For five or ten minutes the bands played patriotic 
airs, such as we used to hear in the days when Ad- 
miral Farragut was treading the deck of the Hart- 
ford. Then Park Commissioner Charles F. Mac- 
Lean, who presided, asked the Rev. Henry ©. Potter 
to make the opening prayer. Arrayed in the vest- 
ments of the Episcopal Church, Dr. Potter prayed 
for the Nation and its rulers. Commissioner Mac- 
Lean then stepped forward and said: 

Mr. Mayor, Lapiges AND GENTLEMEN: We aro 
bidden to tarry a brief while for the display and 
dedication of a monument in bronze. Like sum- 
mons have conse to us, often and again, for the 
expressions of political pride, or of personal affec- 
tion, or of the sentiment of race. This day’s cere- 
mony is in tribute to one whom all that love the 
good aad broad Jand within our ocean-girt shores 
delight to honor: We are gathered beside this 

rand avenue of this great City by the sea, to take 

nto keeping an enduring memorial to a sailor who 
worthily upheld the traditional glory of the Ameri- 
ran Navy, and even added to that illustrious re- 
nown. Generous men are to bestow upon the Mu- 
nicipality a statue of Lavid Glasgow Farragut. _ 


ADDRESS OF SECRETARY HUNT, 


Ex-Gov. Edwin D. Morgan, Chairman of the 
Committee of Arrangements, in introducing the 
Hon. William H. Hunt, Secretary of the Navy, 
said that the Secretary came to represent the 
President of the United States, who would be. 
present in person but for sickness in his family. 
Secretary Hunt was received with cheers as he 
stepped to the front of the platform. He began by 
paying that the President had hoped to be present 
at this patriotic ceremony, but t, having been 
detained, he was delegated, as Secretary of the 
Navy. to take his place. He spoke of Admiral 
Farragut as “the most illustrious naval hero of the 
Nation.” ‘‘He was the first officer,” he said, 
*‘ upon whom Congress conferred the high rank of 
Admiral. He earned it by deeds which won the ad- 
miration of all the world and have entitled 
him to the everlasting gratitude of his country. He 
entered the service when a very boy, and labored 
on init, up to old age. During an eventful life he 
llustrated his loyalty to duty, his high sense of 
1onor, his comprehensive intellectual powers, his 
great moral qualities, his catnolic patriotism, his 
extraordinary ability for command, his unselfish 
yievotion to principle, his intrepid valor, that rose 
to meet the height of each approaching danger, his 
‘unswerving faith in God, aad his unmeasured 
devotion to his country. These were some, not 
mearly half, of the characteristics that have 
ymade his name glorious and his fame forever 
dear to the American ey There was nothin 
narrow or sectional in his mature. He loved his 
avhole country with his whole heart. When the 
strong torrent of rebellion poured its full volume 
and its foree upon the community where lineage 
birth. friends, {and fortune had cast his lot, and 
‘where, when its irresistible power swept their 
footing, Hike sand, from under the strongest, 
he, almost alone, stood up inst the 
tide like a rock. His plain but vigorous intel- 
ject was unable to recognize the metaphys- 

cal and flimsy sophistries of ** State rights,” and 
‘the subtle abstractions of. the Virginia resolutions 
‘of 1798, whieh were but a thin mask for the danger- 
ous purposes of rebellion. He had taken to heart 
she sentiment of Honey Clay—the statesman whom 
of all others he most admired while living—and, 
like aim, he ‘knew no North, no South, no East, 
no West. but one common country.’ Thia statne 


‘and North River. 


stands a becoming ornament of this great and bril- 
liant Metropolis. In the midst of the haunts of 
busy men, intent on worldly and mere material 
pursuits, let it stand for all time to illustrate 
the nobler and higher aims of life; let its 
lesson be to all who shall pass _ beneath 
its shadow a lesson of patriotism purer than gold, 
more precious than the uisitions of commerce! 
Let it teach our youth that their first duty, under 
God, is to their country. Let them emulate the 
strong but simple virtues of his character, the 
dauntiess but disciplined courage, the calmress 
unmoyed amid the shock of battle. the judg- 
ment quickened by the conflicting calls 
of surrounding emergencies, the comprehen- 
sive mind that embraced at a_ glance 
the situations of the amplest fields, that 
all combined to give authority to his looks, and to 
impress those who knew him with the dignity of 
his heroism. True as steel in all the relations of 
life, as a Christian, a patriot, the greatest Captain 
on the seas, an unsurpassed leader, his image 
stands before us the embodiment of American 
heroism. ‘Indeed the elements so mingled in him 
that nature might stand up and say to all the 
world, ‘This wasaman.”’’ Mr. Mayor, to you I 
now commit this statue.” 

At the conelusion of Secretary Hunt’s remarks; 
the military presented arms, the statue was un- 
veiled, and an Admiral’s salute of 17 guns was 
fired. At the same instant the “ Admiral’s flag” 
was run up the flagstaff at the corner of the speak- 
ers’ stand. The band played ‘‘Three cheers for 
the red, white, and blue,” and the crowd gave the 
cheers very heartily. For the first time this hand- 
some statue was exposed to public view. It was 
described at length in yesterdav’s Times. It is en- 
tirely different in design from any other statue 
in this City. An interesting feature of tho 
unveiling was the presence and active _par- 
ticipation of four survivors of the art- 
ford. These were Quartermaster John Knowles, 


the man who is said to have fastened Ad-' 


miral Farragut to the mast, and who ape tna of 
removed the flags from the statue; B. S. Osbon, 
flag officer’s clerk, who stood ready yesterday with 
the Admiral’s flag and hoisted it to the peak; W. 
F. Carlton, First Lieutenant’s clerk, and I. B. Mill- 
ner. The unveiling of the statue was superin- 
ig by Admiral Melancthon Smith, United States 
avy. 

The unveiling ceremonies concluded, Mayor 
Grace accepted the statue on behalf of the City. 
This isthe only suitable monument that has been 
erected in memory of Admiral Farragut, he said, 
except the mural tablet in.the Church of the In- 
carnation, although 11 years had passed since his 
death. Mayor Grace reviewed the principal events 
in the Admiral’s life, and said, in concluding, that 
‘‘in one respect the venerable Admiral remained 
like the Midshipman of the Essex—his heart was 
always young. In manners and life he was always 
assimple as a child—so plain and unostentatious 
that, at first meeting him, one was at a loss to re- 
concile his quiet and reserved presence with the 
idea of the heroic Farragut.” 


ADDRESS OF JOSEPH H. CHOATE. 


Joseph H. Choate, Esq., the orator of the day, was 
then introduced. It is sufficient commentary upon 
his address to say that the ten thousand people stood 
in the hot sun to listen to every word of it, and 
would willingly have listened tomore. He began 
by speaking of the charm of the fame of naval he- 
roes. The romance of the sea hangs about them 
and inspires a livelier sympathy than is inspired by 
deeds on land. Who oan read with dry eye, he 
asked, the story of Nelson dying in the cockpit of 
his flag-ship, saying, ‘‘ Kiss me, Hardy ! Thank God, 
Ihave done my duty,” or the story of Lawrence, 
or of Paul Jones, or of Perry? To-day we 
come together, he said, to recall the memory 
and to crown the statue of one of the dear- 
est of these idols of mankind—of one who 
has done more for us than all of them 
combined—of one whose name will ever stir, like a 
trumpet, the heartsof his grateful countrymen. 
Though there were many great Admirals before Far- 
gut, it will be hard to find one whose life and for- 
tunes combine more of those elements which com- 
mand the enduring admiration of his fellow-men. 
He was as good as he was great, as game as he was 
mild, and as mild ashe was game. To trace the 
career of Farragut is to go back to the infaney of 
the Nation. His father was of Spanish blood, and 
his mother, on one occasion, axe in hand, defended 
her helpless infants against the Indians. Commo- 
dore David Porter adopted him when a child, and 
took him into ihis home. When only 9 years old he 
had a Midshipman’s warrant in the United 
States Navy. Three years later, when on the 
Essex, he was in an engagement. with 
the British frigate Phebe, and showed 
rare courage. In that engagement, as he has 
said himself. he acted as Captain’s aide, quarter- 

nner, and powder-boy. After that, for nearly 
alf a sentacy, he hardly smelled the smell of pow- 
der. We would naturally suppose, said Mr. Choate, 
that 50 yearsof dead calm, waiting for dead men's 
shoes, while there was no fighting to kill them off, 
would have benumbed the energy of an ordinary 
man, and have unfitted him altogether for action 
when, at last, the time came. But Farragut was 
no ordinary man. Porter, in-his report to the Goy- 
ernment, had commended him for bravery, but_re- 
netic that he was too young for promotion. The 
oy that never shirked molded the man that never 
flinched and never failed. 

While Mr. Choate was speaking Secretary Hunt, 
who atill occupied a seat on the front of the plat- 
form, leaned back against the railing and gazed in 
the speaker’s face, so much interested in the ad- 
dress as to attract the attention of the spectators. 

As Farragut rose in rank, Mr. Choate continued, 
he grew in power, too, and never once was found 
unequal to any task imposed upon him. It was 
neither by lucky accident, nor by political tavor, 
nor by simply growing old in the service, that Far- 
ragut came in time to be the recognized head of his 
profession. Self-reliance appears to have been the 
great staple of his character. Thrown upon hisown 
exertions from the beginning, buoyed up by no for- 
tune, advanced by no favor, he worked up his own 
way to the quarter-deck. Had the eraof peace 
which ended with the election of Lincoln continued, 
he would have passed into history without fame, 
but without reproach, as a brave and compe- 
tent offieer. But when treason reared its ugly 
head, and by the guns at Fort Sumter roused 
from its long slumber the sleeping cour- 
agefof the Nation to avenge the insulted 
flag, his country found him ready and with all his 
armor on. Born, bred, and married in the South, 
his friends all in the South, his sympathy must all 
have been with her. ‘* God forbid,” he said, *‘ that 
I should ever have to raise my hand against the 
South!” No candid Northern man can read, at 
this distance of time, without emotion the heart- 
rending letter of Gen. Lee to Gen. Scott resigning 
his commission and redeeming his sword for Vir- 
ginia, though history has pronounced it treason. 
But thiswe may soy and must say, that Lee and 
all who followed his example loved their State 
indeed, but forgot and betrayed their coun- 
try; while Farragut, when the issue came, 
knew only his country, and meant still 
to have a country te love. When Virginia was, as 
he expressed it, ‘‘dragooned out of the Union,” 
he could not sleep another night on her soil. The 
active service of such a man as Farragut could not 
long be spared, and when that great naval enter- 

rise, the opening of the Mississippi, was planned, 
bo was chosen by the Government to lead it, by the 
advice of his superiors in rank, on the principle of 
choosing the best man for the service of 
greatest _danger. And he accepted it «on 
his favorite maxim, that .the greatest ex- 
osure was the penalty of the highest rank. 
hen he saw _ the gigantio preparations 
that had been made, he said that he could take 
New-Orleans, and everybody believed that he 
would take it or pay his life as the forfeit. It was 
Farragut’s peerless courage that iron-clad his 
wooden frigate and carried her safely through the 
hellish fire of the forts. He had that 2-o’clock-in-the- 
morning kind of courage which Bonaparte boasted 
and defined as ‘‘unprepared courage.”’ Ina single 
night a great revolution in maritime warfare was 
accomplished, and a blow struck at the vitals of 


‘the Confederacy which made it reel to its centre. 


Napoleon said that it was always the quarters of an 
hour that decided a battle, but at Fort Morgan a 
single minute was to win or lose the day.

It was reserved for Farragut, as 
he was bearing down upon the death-dealing bat- 
teries of the rebels, to hoist nothing less than him- 
self into the rigging of his flagship as the living signal 
of duty done, that the world might see that every 
man, from the Rear-Admiral down, was faithful. 
We can always be sure of fleets and armies enough,

THE HISTORY OF THE WELL-KNOWN DWARF. 

Commodore Nutt, the celebrated dwarf, 
died early yesterday morning at the Anthony 
House, after suffering nearly two months froma 
severe attack of Bright’s disease. He was born 
April 1, 1844, at Manchester, N. H., and at the age 
of 17 was brought to New-York by Barnum and 
exhibited in the old museum, corner of Ann-street 
and Broadway. He was widely advertised as “‘ the 
smallest man in the world.’ His full name was 
George Washington Morrison Nutt. His father 
was a New-Hampshire farmer, over six feet in 
height, and weighing 270 pounds. His mother was 


of average size and healthy. When ho engaged 
with Barnum in 1860 he was 30 inches high, but as 
the years went by he grew somewhat, and at the 
time of his death his height was 3 feet 7 inches. In 
girth his increase of size was even more marked, 
and it is not improbable that recently his average 
weight has been fully twice that when originally 
presented to the public. The ‘‘Commodore” was 
originally known as ‘$30,000 Nutt,” Mr. Barnum 
claiming that such sum was paid the dwarf to go on 
exhibition. ‘The fact is, though,” said Mr. Hutch- 
ings, who used to be known as the *‘ Lightning Cal- 
culator,” “the old man paid the boy but $15 4 
week.’? The young awarf was accompanied by 
his brother, Rodney Nutt, who served as a coach- 
man for him in the drives about New-York—one of 
Barnum’s favorite modes of advertising. Closing 
an engagement of about three years at the mu- 
seum, the miniature man joined the Tom Thumb 
and Minnie Warren troupe, which was sent by 
Barnum, under Sylvester Bleeker, around the 
world, In that tour many and varied experiences 
fell to the lot of the party, receiving, as it did, the 
patronage of royalty in nearly every kingdom of 
the Old World. After his return to America a dis- 
pute arose between Nutt and the management, re- 
sulting in the former embarking on his own ac- 
count in the variety business. The liliputian at- 
tractions at the museum embraced, in addition to 
the Commodore, Tom Thumb, and the Warren sis- 
ters—Minnie and Lavinia. Nutt was soon head 
over heels in love with Lavinia, and a most devoted 
swain he proved himself to be. He was at her side 
constantly, much to the dissatisfaction of Tom 
Thumb, who for some time had cast longing eyes 
in the same direction. Tom, however, had not the 
dash of his rival, and his prospects were apparently 
on the eve of being routed, when a brilliant idea 
struck him and he sought the counsel of Bar- 
num. Making known his ambition to become 
the husband of Lavinia, he made a propo- 
sition to the enterprising showman which 
at orce enlisted that gentleman in his cause. ‘‘If 

ou will help me to win Lavinia from Nutt,’’ prom- 
sed Thumb, ‘I will agree to be married in public.” 
Such an opportunity for advertising was not to be 
lost. Barnum at once went to work. Lavinia was 
invited to visit f oiy 2 pe Her would-be husband 
was there also, but before she met him her shrewd 
manager had dwelt long and eloquently upon 
Thumb’s gentility and Thumb’s fortune. Barnum’s 
advocacy won the day, and the bashful Thumb had 
the pleasure not long afterward of leading the fair 
Lavinia to the altar of Grace Church. Commodore 
Nutt never forgave Tom Thumb this ‘‘ dastardly” 
offense, as he was pleased to term it, and his pique 
toward Barnum was only less publicly shown for 
purely business reasons, Nutt was always an admirer 
of the sex. Two years and a half ago he met Miss 
Lilian Elston, at Redwood City, Cal., while on a 
tour through the West, and to ner, after a brief 
courtship, he was married. She is a lady of slight 
figure, though not much below the average size. 
She was a devoted wife, and vesterday, as the dead 
man lay coffined at the Anthony House, she sobbed 
as though heart-broken, speaking of him as her 
‘dear little boy” who had *‘ been so good.”

NET EARNINGS OF A MILLION AND A QUAR- 
TER—HENRY HART A DIRECTOR. 

The annual election of the Pacific Mail 
Steam-ship Company was held yesterday at the 
company’s Offices, foot of Canal-street, North River. 
The total number of votes cast was 160,271, and the 
foilowing Board of Directors was elected: Jay 
Gould, Trenor W. Park, Sidney Dillon, Russell 
Sage, C. P. Huntington, C. G. Francklyn, E. H. 
Perkins, Jr., Henry Hart, and J. B. Houston. 
Mr. Hart, who was ousted last year by the 
Gould crowd, managed, it is said,’ to purchase 


a large amount of additional stock during the 
year, and was thus enabled to force recognition. 
He is the only new member of the board. The an- 
nual report to April 30, 1881, shows earnings from 
passengers, $1,116,596 85; from freight, $2,940,688 16; 
total, $4,057,285 01; receipts from subsidies, &c., 
$345,362 77; total receipts, $4,402,647 78. The ex- 
penses were: Steam-ship lines, $2,543,992 80; 
agencies, $858,867 07; other expenses, $269,845 30; 
total. expenses, $8,172,705 17; net earnings, 
$1,229,942 . The assets are set down as 
worth $13,215,987 77, and the liabilities, including 
capital stock, at $21,761,598 25, leaving a deficiency 
charged to profit and loss of $8,545,660 48. In- 
cluded in the assets are $400,000 paid on account of 
the purchase of the steam-ships City of Rio de 
Janiero and City of Para, formerly of John Roach’s 
abandoned Brazil line. Since April 30, $300,000 
more have been paid on this account. Also in- 
cluded in the assets are $80,002 51 due from the 
Central Américan and Mexican Governments, of 
which $43,000 have since beencolllected, The com- 
pany has loans out aggregating $300,000, and owes 
to the Panama Railroad Company $1,568,149 28. 
President Houston says that the cessation of the 
war between Chiliand Peru and the impetus re- 
cently given tothe building of railroads and the 
development of mines in Mexico will greatly in- 
crease the business of the company. He urges the 
building of three additional steamers, of about 
2,000 tons each, to _ strengthen the lines 
on the Mexican and Central ‘American coast. 
Otherwise, he says shippers will be forced to put on 
vessels to perform the service, which the company 
has not been able to do for the past two years. 
President Houston also says: ‘*The managers of 
your property for several years past have been 
strongly of the opinion that the China line was not 
a source of strength, but that the money invested 
in that service would be more remunerative if em- 
ployed to develop the trade of the Pacific coast 
from San Francisco to Valparaiso. Negotiations 
have been pending for several years for the trans- 
fer of the two China ships to the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Companies, but up to this time 
we have not been able to agree upon the terms.”

HOW THE PUBLIC WAS FOOLED INTO BUYING 
POOR BONDS AT BIG PRICES. 

Wall-street was amused yesterday over the 
details of a grand ‘‘scoop” which culminated 
during the afternoon. ’ Four or five eminently re- 
spectable firms in this City have had on their hands 
for a year or two past $7,000,000 of Boston, Hart- 
fordand Erie convertible bonds which they have 
been vainly endeavoring to get rid of at a profit. 
A few weeks ago they offered the lot at 57, which 
was then 8 per cent. below the market quotation, 


but nobody would buy them. In the extremity 
they madea bargain with three well-known bear 
firms of brokers to manipulate the stuff. These 
bégan selling largely, and the holders of the $7,000,- 
000 began quietly marking 3 the price. The ‘‘point”’ 
spread like wildfire, and.orders to buy poured in 
from all over the country. The manipulating 
firms were enabled to dispose of $4,000,000 to the 
outside public at rates ranging up to 87, to which 
figures the bonds advanced in a jump of 18 points 
yesterday. The pressure was too much for a Bos- 
ton firm, and they suspended on a shortage involy- 
ing the loss of nearly $250,000. Up to this moment 
the story of the manipulation was not generally 
known, and the unusual movement in the bonds 
was accounted for by all sorts of absurd rumors, 
When the news of the failure reached the Street 
fears were instantly entertained for the solvency 
of the three brokerage firms alluded to, and a gen- 
eral rush of buyers was made to their offices to de- 
mand settlement. To the astonishment and con- 
sternation of everybody, every inquiry was met by 
a delivery of convertible bonds furnished by the five 
holder firms, who are said thus to have succeeded 
in disposing of $4,000,000 worth at an average of 
about 75 percent. This was within a few minutes 
of the close of business. The bonds immediately 


fell to 84. 
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THE FIRST OF THE IRON FLEET. 

The Iron Steam-boat Company gave its 
opening excursion to Coney Island yesterday. The 
steam-boat Cygnus,the first of the new iron fleet, left 
Pier No. 1 North River at 3:30, P. M., with 1,700 
persons of board, and ran down to the Iron Pier 
at Coney Island. The trip from pier’to pier was 
made in 47 minutes. The Cygnus is the first of 


three boats built for the company by John Roach 
& Sons. Her Captain is Charlies P. Smith, the hero 
of the Seawanhaka. She is 230 feetin length over 
all, 38 feet beam, and furnished to carry 2,000 pas- 
sengers. The sister boat of the Cygnus is expected 
to arrive here from Chester to-day. The fleet 
comprises seven vessels, four of which are building 
by William Crate & Sons, of Philadelphia. Five 
of the boats will be of the dimensions of the Cyg- 
nus, while two will be 250 feet long, 34 feet beam, 
and capable of carrying 2,200 as each. The 
three boats built by Mr. Roach will have been com- 
pleted within 90 days of the laying of the keels. Tne 
regular trips of the boats will begin on Saturday 
next. When the whole fleet is ready four boats 
will run direct to Coney Island Iron Pier, making 
oné trip every hour in the day, and two will run to 
Bay Ridge to connect with the Sea Beach Railroad, 
while the seventh will be held to let for excursions. 
The landings in this City will be at the foot of 
West Twenty-third-street and at Pier No. 1, where 
extensive arrangements have been made for the ac- 
commodation and protection of passengers. In 
connection with the fact that these boats will begin 
their regular trips next Saturday, it is worth while 
mentioning that the Manhattan Beach Hotel will 
be open to-day. On the arrival of the Cygnus at 
the Iron Pier yesterday, most of the party debarked 
and went by train to Bay Ridge, where the Cygnus, 
having put back immediately, awaited them.

city line. A search was immediately insti- 
tuted and. sure enough, in a short time, the 
lifeless body of the unfortunate man 
was found, as stated in the letter received by Mr. 
Smith. The body had apparently been hanging 
for 24 hours. Dr. Hewlett, the County Physician, 
was notified, and after viewing the body ordered 
its removal. Mr. Rhodes was well known in New- 
ark and was a manof good habits. He leavesa 
widow and three children—one a babe a few 
months ola. No cause is assigned for the commis- 
sion of the deed.
